rected him in.the Application.: At the performance 
whereof, he made folemri profeffion, that. he did utterly 


... difavow 
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difavow all Confederacy, immediate or fecondary, with 
Satan, all expectance of his concurrence, and coefii- 
ciency, and al! confidence in the cooperation of intenfe 
Imagination: as alfo, that he adventured on this tryal, 
onely for information of his judgment, whether it lie 
in the deftiny of Natural Agents, to tranfmit their 
Vittue unto, and execute the Commiffion of their fpe- 
cificàl Proprieties upon'objects at diftance. ‘However, 
within few hours, the Patient (wholly ignorantof the 
means ufed) found his blood retired to its wonted rivu- 
- Jets; andithe lips of his large wound perfectly Confo- 
lidatéd:! Upon which admirable fuccets; the: Divine;

Garter | 
crüentate , wherewith the hurt was firft bound up, in- 
fperfed thereon, without the privacy of Mafter Howel, 
a convenient quantity of Roman Fitriol. .. That the 
Powder no fooner touched upon the blood,in the Gar- 
tet, then the Patient cryed out, that he felt an intolera- 
ble fhooting, and. penetrative torment, in his Arm:

factive Acidity,cc. confubftantially applied unto, and 
confermentate with the Mumy of the blood, and mag- 
netically-fympathetick Remedy, there immediately arife 
a Reincrudefcence of the Wound, anda Recidivation or 
return of all oppreffive fymptomes dependent: thenis 
it eftablifhed, beyond the queftion of any the moft 
Pyrrhonian Incredulity, that the Sanation. of Wounds; 
at diftance., is not rightly adícriptive to the fingle 
power of Nature, converting the blood fucceffively

proximated to the Wound, therefore mutt it be, either 
no Natural Remedy; or a vain and inefficacious one, 
atbeft.. Butthis Argument, though at fir(t appearance 
plaufible, weigheth not one grain in the ballance of 
more exa& Reafon, againft our theory, and may be 
eafily blown out of the noh this diftinctive ies 
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If it be underftood, that every Natural. Agent ought 
immediately, Zmmediatiene (uppofiti, totouch the Pati- 
ent, upon which its virtue is proximely to be-difcharged, 
but remotely, by the mediation of other bodies interja- 
cent, by which the Powerof the Active iscommuni- 
cated to the diftant Pafsive:we willingly grant the truth 
of the Major, to be folid and undeniable, in regard, it 
fufficeth to. the fupport of our Magnetifm, that the 
Adtive touch upon the Pafsive or Obje@ proper and re- 
mote, tmmediatione virtuti, And therefore we cannot 
but fmile at the weaknefs and incongruity of the Mizor ; 
becaufe the Sympathetick Remedy ought immediately, 
immediatione (uppofiti to touch that fubje&, upon which 
its virtue is firft received :: but not the part affected, on 
which the virtueis fecondarily and ultimately: received 
and terminated, by the interpofition of accommodate 
inftruments, whether bodies fituate at convenient inter- 
vals, or continuate by fuccefsion of parts, For thus, by 
the fame extenfion of a medium, do we warm our hands 
at the fire: and the Sun tranfmits his vigorous influence 
and heat, to our. opace Globe. And in this.degree of 
affinity, are Sympathetical Medicaments allied unto Cc. 
leftial Influences: infomuch,that not onely the Aer,but 
vaft Rocks of Adamant, Walls,and any the moft com- 
pacted and opace bodies are fubjects qualified to admit 
and convoy this Magnetical Virtue, to its peculiar ob- 
ject, no lefs then any the moft potent Aftral Trant: 
mifsion.. Vpon which ground, i any ftick at the-vaft 
and. unlimitted extenfion of that Sphear of Aifivity; 
afsigned by the immenfe Bounty of Nature; unto Sym: 
pathetical Remedies, and yet can eafily concede an in: 
finite Orb of Power unto Celeftial Influxes : he hath ve 
great caufe, either to lament his Zewerawct of thofe, or 
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repent his Credulity of thee. AndI profes, thatifmy —————— 


rudeear may have theliberty tojudg, Frincipinm Adi- 
onis Sympathetica, eft Facultas: influentitaffinis, agens 
per irradiationem in objectum fibi appropriatum : founds 
aslike an Axiom of conftant truth, as Jdem <Accidens

Hitherto hath, my imployment been to clear.the Pro- 
{pect, by the neceffary remove of fuch Doubts, as {eem- 
ed very much to.ob{cure the re(plendentluftre of Mag- 
netifm, and render the Excellencies of Sympathetical 
Remedies imperceptible ; efpecially to thofe purblinde 
Moles, whofe imperfect opticks could never. endure.to 
pty into the myfteries of the Intellectual and Spiritual 
World, but think the debt of their Creation fully dif- 
charged, ina flight and -fuperficial fpeculation of the 
Material, andnever were admitted to 3 neerer privacy 
with Nature;, then to have touched thehem of -her,up- 
per garment. And my now task (hould be,to endevour 
anample prefentment of the dion, or Caufes of Ho- 
plochriftical Sanation. But of this I can here hold forth 
nomore, thena thin, blew Landskip, or Abridgment : 
chiefly in refpe& the: more learned pencils of ‘Bapt. Por- 
ta, Severinus, Hortmaunus, Kircherus, Cabeus, Rob, de 
Flucdibus, (that Torrent of Sympathetical Knowledg)

How a Tagliacotian Nofe, enfeoffed with a Commu- 
nity of Vitality and Vegetation, by right of Tranfplan- 
tation, upon the face of a Gentleman at Bruxels, hath 
grown cadaverous, and dropt off, at the inftant of that 
Porters death, in Bemenia, out of whofe arm it was 
firft exeéted. And finally (that we may fuperfede the 
rehearfal of other Naturally magical examples ) how 
carefully good Hufwives avoid the boyling over of 
their Milk; left the Atomes thereof fubtiliated by the 
intenfe heat of Fire, and roving abroad hand in or 
with the Igneous Atomes, íhould beattraéted by the 
Cows Udder (for the fource or Fountain of every effu- 
fion, a&eth a magnetical part, and draweth to it felf 
the fubdivifions of that. fame effufion, fituate within 
the Otb of its Alliciency) and fo an Inflammation be 
caufed, by the appofition of the Atomes of Fire con- 
comitant, And when we íhall have thus caft about, 
hone up our reflections, and difcreetly accommo- 

ated the like effects, daily occurring to the Compara- 
tive perpenfion of Magnetical Vulneraries : we íhall 
naturally fall upon, and fet up our reft in this Conclufi- 
on: That the [anatton of Wounds, by remote means appli- 
ed to tbe Weapon , or cloth imbued with the blood, 1s no 
Diabolical, nor prefligious, but A meer ordinary effect of 
 ANatural Caufes, operating by Magnetifm.

and Amity yet maintained : that thefe Magnetical 
Nuntii, being joyned in commiffion and confermentate 
with the Balfamical Emanations of the Sympatbetick 
Fnguentor Powder. do carry them home to the wound =

Not long fince, Lalfo met with 
a fuccinGanatome of the fore-mentioned Book; compiled by 
2 certain Divine, favoring more of a fine-witted Cez[zre, then 
afolid Difputation. :W.hereupon. my. judgment, what, ever it 
Were, was much delired ; , at leaft, in that relation, that the 
thing invented by Parace/[u, neerly. concerned him, and my 
felf, his difciple. I fhalltherefore declare, vzhat I conceive of 
the Phyfician Geclenius, and what of the Divine, the Cezfor. 
The. Phy/iciax in the firft place, propofes, and with oftentation: 
promifes.to prove, the magnetical cure:of. woundsto be puxe« 
ly natural; but I found the undertaker infuificient, to per 
form fo weighty a task ; in regard he no where, orat beft but 
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very flenderly, makes good the title, or his own large pro- 
mifes. Collecting, hence and thence from divers Authors, 
many rhapfodies or gleanings, by which he conceives he hath, 
to ample fatisfaction, proved, that inthe inventory of created 
natures, there are certain formal or effential vertues, which 
menterm Sympathy and Antipathy ; and alfo that from the 
conceffion of thefe, the AMagnetical Cure js meerly natural, 
Many things, I fay, borrowed from the E Syptians, Chaldeans, 
Perfians, Conjurers, and Impoffors, he hath amafled together 
into this one difcourfe, that thereby he might evidence and 
confirm that A¢agperi/m, which notwithftanding himfelf. was 
wholly ignorant of, With defign, partly, that by a delightful 
entertainment-of thofe mindes that are eager in the queft of 
novelties, he might feduce them from a direct progreffion to 
the.mark; and partly to raife them to an admiration of the 
Author, who feemed to have read, and ranfacked not onely 
vulgar, butalfo allother more »4re and antique writers, 

er which confideration, the Phyjician does very abfurdly: 
confound Sympathy (which erroneoufly, and under various 
notions he very often introduces) with Magnetifm: and from 
that concludes this to be natural : For Ihave obferved this 
Vulnerary Unguent to cure, not onely men, but bores alfo ;

| pathy, and both from Aagserifm, A Dog holds an Avtipathy . 

(for Sympathy and Autipathy are both daughters of the fame 
Mother) with a Hey ; forhe preys upon her; and fhe flies ftom 
him; but when fhe hath newly hatched her Chickens, and 
excluded them from the protedion o£ their fhelis, the boldly

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affaults, and puts-to flight adog; though of himfelf very 
-courageous ; to wit, the foul of the Hen, by fafcination; 
chainingup the foulof thedog; theformer Antipathy, dif- 
parity of weapons for guard; and great ods of {trength afford- 
ing no-hinderance tothe action: But in this, AZzgveri/m is tro 
where to be found..

Butrof thefe:pofitively 
to determine any thing, is a-task not futableto my-wit:. -

plantate, and confermentate fpivit, fafely raining, and in an 
obícure vitality furviving, in bodies extin@ by violence. * 

What-other things Geclenivs hath delivered; of remedies 
torepair-a ruinous memory, as we cannot but declare them; 
inno relation, congruent to the fcope intended ; fo alfo we 
nothing doubttoprovethem meer pageants and impertinent 
flourifhes, 

Betwixt our Divine and Phyfician, there is at all no difpute 
de fatto, about the verity of thefzé's for both unanimoufly 
concede the cure to be wrought upon the wounded períon : 
The contention lies onely in this, that the Phyfician affetts this 
Magnetical Cure to be purely IVarzzal, but the Divine will 
needs have it Satanical, and that from a compa&t of the firft 
inventor. Of. which cenfure, in his Anatome of our Phyficians 
difcourfe, ; he alledges no pofitive reafon ; conceiving it fuffi- 
ciently fatisfactory, if he, onthe {core of his own folitary 
judgment, abolifh it, though he fubjoyn no grounds forthe 
abolition; that is, acquiefcing onely in this, that he hath re- 
moved.the feeble and invalid arguments of the Affertor’; 
which, in fobertruth)is a matter of no'diligence, no learning, 
and of no authority to ere&or eftablifh beleif. For’ what a- 
vails it, to the procurement of faith, from no" ftronger evi- 
dence, then! the futility of fpecious reafons, urged by fome 
ignorant head; to Sivea definite judgment on thething it felf > 
and to declare it impious,’ i£- himfel£ hath not fo much asin'a 
dream thought upon any onepetty teáfon;: for the fupport of 
his fentence ? Whatif 1, beinga Laick,fhould with courfe and 
untrimmed arguments, commend Presbytery; and another re- 
ject my-reafons as unworthy. and infufficient) will the order of 
Priefthood it felf be therefore: rejected?” OF what"concern: 
ment, I pray, is the ignorance, or temerity’ of any.one fo: 
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realities themfelves ? In the Court of Truth, Philofophy /ub- 
mits not it felf to naked and fingle cenfures, unlefs there alfo 
concur a confiderable gravity of the Cenfors, fortified with firm 
and convincible reafons. ! 

WhereforeI, who have undertaken, in oppofition to our; 
Divine, to make good, that the Magnetick Cure of wounds, 
is the fingle, and ordinary effect of Nature ; in the firft place, 
think Goclenius worthy to be excufed, if without fuccefs he 
hath fweat in the indagation of the grand. and approximate 
Caufe of this rare effect; What wonder, when our Divine 

_ makes publick confeffion, that himfelf is utterly ignorant of 
that caufe, and onely forthatreafon refers it to Satan, as to 
the Author and mafter-wheel in this abftrufe motion: “For 
fuch is the infirmity of our delapfed nature, thar we are deftitute 
z the knowledg of the moft, and moft excellent things. And there- 

ore, to palliate this defect of our underftanding, we, though 
not without fome tacite reluctagcy within, obliquely wreft 
many effects, whofe efficients are beyond theken of our blear- 
eyed reafon, to the /anttuary of ignorance, and refer them to 
the Catalogue of Occult Qualities. For who,among Divines, 
ever hadaplenary and demonftrative knowledg of thetrue 
and proper caufe of Rifibility, orany other Formal propriety : 
For example, of the heat of fire, Doft not thou fall upon that 
Fallacy, Petitio Principii, an abfurd begging of the queftion, if 
thou anfwer; that extreme heat belongs to fire, becaufe it is. of 
the effence of fire? Intruth, the E (fences of Forms, in regard 
they are unknown to us, 4 prior, from their Cau/alities,; there- 
fore alfo is the original, or pedigree of Formal proprierses , 
wholly abftrufe, jejune, and undifcovered ; and where we per- 
ceive any Formal paffion fubjoyned,'the minde, as if tired with 
vain fcrutiny, foon ceafeth from the difquifition of it, and re- 
pofeth it fel£, fitting down contented with the empty notion, 
and bare name of Occult. proprieties. Goto, I befeech thee, 
does.the Azatomift our Cenfor, happily know the reafon why 
a. Dog {wings his tayl when he rejoyces, but a Lyon when he is 
angry ; and a Cat, when pleafed, advances hers in an erect 
pofture ? What therefore, when himfelf cannot give a reafon 
for the motion of a tayl, will.he fo much wonder, that Gocle- 
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nins hath given an improper and infolid rezfon of AZagnerifim ? 
and from therefutation of that, ‘prefaume that he hath more 
then fufficiently demonftrated that fanation of wounds to be 
Satanical, which is the genuine effe& of Adagnerifm? Far 
from us be fo great temerity of cenfure. 
Comeonthen; why doft thou call that cure Diabolical ? 
Infooth, thou oughteft to have annexed the reafon of thy cen- 
fure, unlefs thou expecteft it fhould be denied by others, with 
the fame facility, wherewith thou affirmeft it to be diabolical. 
Lawyers require onely the affirmative confirmed ; but Philofe 
phers both parts, that theignorance or protervity of the Ne- 
Sant party,maynot appear greater then thatof the Affivmant. 
Doft thou happily maintain the Cure to be Diabolical,becaufe 
it cannot be clearly underftood (by thee) that there is any 
natural reafon forit? I will ot beleeve, that from tliyewn 
infirmity, thou mayft deliver fo idle and ftüpid a fentence of 
the vertue of it. Forthou wellknoweft, that she imsbecillity of 
our tmderflanding, $n net comprehending the more abftrafe and 
retired caufes‘of things, e morto be afcribed ro my dcfett in their 
nature but inonr own hoodwinkt intellettuals. | 
Proceed therefore; whence'haft thou affurance, that God; 
in' his primitive intention, hath not dire&ed this verrae Mag- 
netical tothe benefit of thé wounded? Shew us your Gom- 
miffion ; ‘hath'Godeleted you the Secretzry of hts Councel? 
Certainly, however you:may waver in your belief, you-thallin. 
conclufion finde, that amongft you:Divizer, the Maghnetick 
cure can be accounted Diabolical forno other reafon then that 
the fhallownefs ‘of your judgment cannot comprehend, nor 
your Funttion admit itto be »armral.. What wonder, that no- 
Divine hath ever fcetited thefe /pbrs//ties ?. forafter the Prief 
and the Zevire'had both paffed onto 7eric/o, there fucceeded.

You will excufe that this conturbation is not 
caufed by any violence or impreffion of the Stars; when.we 
folidly prove the contrary. For if the Stars did immediately 
occafion the germination and efflorefcence of the Vine, and 
alfo the turbulency and fickly fermentation of Wines in their 
Veffels; it would of neceffity be, that both thofe effects 
fhould happen every yeer, in one determinate, appointed, and 
definite moment ; which obfervation concludes. to be falfe. 
For fometimes the Vine emits her flowers, and the Wineis 
troubled before the folftice, and in the fame Country, not un- 
til another yeer, long after; but the Sun and all the ibam: 
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of fixed Stars conftantly,onely fore few minutes of difference 


allowed, return to the fame point of heaven, once every year ; 
therefore would the Vine flower, and Wines fuffer a contur- 
bation always at one and the fame fet time. But if you feek an 
evafion, and fhall rejoyn, that other. Planets, befide the Sun, 
Which poffefs not annually, about the folftice, one conftane 
and equal pofition or fituation in heaven, are the caufers of 
this languor in Wines ; onely in this relation, that the motion 
of the fuperior Orbs is moft common, asto which all fübor- 
dinate and particular heavens are to conform,all Vines would: 
for the plurality of them flower in the fame yeer, in all places 
at oncé ; which is falfe upon the teftimony of experience: 
For asthere isa Nature Affral confetred upon, and implan- 
tate in the ground: fo alfo the fame particular Nature isin- 
ferted into the Vine ; which particular Narzve doth per fe, 
by its own domeftick power (nootherwife then the Earth 
hath, from the fru@ifying benediction of the Creator, re- 
ceived a power of ‘germinating per fe) produce the flower, 
fruit, and feed,and conform and difpofe it felf to the rhythme 
of the moft general motion of the Celeftial Orbs. Men pofi- 
tively affirm further, that Wines are never perturbed in thofe 
Regions, in which'no Vines grow ; ‘wherefore the flower of 
the Vine, and-not the motion of the Celeftial Spheres, doth 
perturb Wines, and that many hundreds of. miles from 
thence; büttruly, fo much the more powerfully, by how 
much the neerer the Wines areto the Vine, that produced 
them. |

relation.of simal. For liow can the adoration of idols, 
envy, and other fuch branches arifing from the root of Cox-- 
cupifcence, be juftly lifted amongft the works. of. the flefh 
(fince they confift.onely in the sagination) i£. to the fleth alfo 
there did not peculiarly belong an Imaginative faculty,.and 
an elettive will ? 
Again, that. there: are miraculous Eeftafes competent tor 
the inward man,. is a tenet true beyond the difpure.or hafita- 


tion of a Sceptick. And that there are alfo EcfZafres in the 


outward man, 1s unqueftionable by the moft impudent infide- 
lity: Yea Z4artin Delrio, an Elder of the Society of 77/7, in: 
his Magical Difquifitions brings ina certain youth,in the City 
Infulis, apt with fo intenfe and violent cogitation,and ardent. 
defire to fee his mother, that as if tranfported by an high 
Ecftafie, he faw her many leagues diftant, and returning again 
to himfelf perfectly remembred all things his fancy met with 
in this more-then-P;/zah Vifion, and reported many fignes to. 
 atteft his. real and prefential vifitof his mother... ~ 


Many fuch examples occur. to our quotidian. obfervance, . 


which in. conformity to our purpofe of. brevity we with in- 


duftry omit, But that this defire did arife from the outward! -

Moreover, when the blood has undergone fome gradual 
corruption, chen arid not till then are all: the powéts of it, 
“which before lay fock’t up 77 potentia, and flept inan utiadtive 
hability, awakened and called forth to adion, withourany 
previous excitation “Of the. w#aginarion. Yor by cotruption 
of the grain, the feminal virtue, otherwife drowfie, torpent 
and fteril, fprings forth into the a& of fertility, For'fincé the 
ten things, and their principles of vitality know no 
obedience to the tyranny of corruption, by the diffolution'of 
the shferior harmony, the feparation of their corporal Here- 
rogencities, they awake into a vigorous a&;vity, ahd freely 
execute thé commiffion of thetr faculties. And'from hence is 
"it, that every ocexz/t propriety, the compase of their bodies be- 
ing, by certain previous dige/tions' (which we'call putrefactions) 
once diffolved, as it were emancipated from the bondage of 
corporeity, comes forth free, expedite, and ready for action. 
Wherefore when'the Wound, by the ngreffion of the offen-

ground whereon to build your conception, that birdscan by 

their fight difcover carcafes at fo large diftance, efpecially 

when they lie Southward, behinde fome high Mountain. But 

what need is therefor us, by thetedious force of words, to 

inculcate the Magnetifm, of Fowl; fince God himfelf, the 

Alpha and Omega of Philofophy, hath in exprefs terms decreed 

the procefs of intercourfe or commerce betwixt the heart and 

its treafure, to be the fame with that betwixt Ezg/es and their 

prey of dead bodies: and fo on the contrary, interchange- 

ably? For if Eag/es were carried on to their prey the Car- 

cafes, by the fame incitement of appetite, whereby all 254. 

druped Animals are goaded on to their paftures, affuredly he 

would have faid in a word, that -Awimals are directed and 

congregated to their food by the fame motive, that the heart 

of a man fallies forth and invades its treafure. Which would 

contain a moft grofs falfity : for the heart of man progreffeth 

not to its treafure, with defign. to devour it, and fateitfelf 

therewith, as Animals are by the fwinge of appetite rapt en 

totheir food. And therefore the comparifon betwixt the 

heart of man and the Eagle holds not good in the final caufe 

or 
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or attractive,for which they tend to defire of fruition; but in 
the manner and proceffe of tendency, namely that they are e- 
qually invited;allected, & carried on by:Magnetifmreally and 
locally to their determinate objects. Wherfore the fpirit and 
will of chebloud effufed out- ofthe wound: adhering to the 
weapon, and together with it embalmed in: the Vaguent, in- 
ftantly tend and egreffe towards their peculiar rreafse , the 
refidue of bloud yet; running in. its propersconfervatory; the 
veines , and enjoying a community of life:with theinward 
man. But the Pen of. Divinity ina peculiar Elogy writes that 
the Eagleis allured to the Carcafes of theflaine :: becaufe he 
receives his fummons and invitation’ fromthe originary; im- 
planted, and msxmiall fpirit of the carcafe; but: notftom a- 
ny vdowr exhaling from the body under tliearreft: of putrefa- 
ction. ‘For this Animal, in aflimilation .*appropriates to-hím- 
felfe onely this msmiadl Spirit; 2 and hence is it ‘in’ Sacred 
Writ faid of the Eagle, ALy youth phall be.renewed like an Ea- 
gle: In regard the renovation of its.youth proceeds not from 
the bare eating ithe:le/ of a. carcafe ; ; but from: an Elixir 
or effentiall extract of thefpirit balfamicall exquifitely. depu- 
rated and refined -by a certaine fingular digeftion ; or.concc- 
&ive faculty proper only tothis Fow/e : for: otherwife Dogs, 
Ravens and Pies, would alfo receive an equall benefit of teju- 
venefcence ; which experience affures us to be falíe. 
» You will fay, we have travelled far indeed to fetch home a 
reafon to fupport and illuftrate our: Z2Zagzetif;2.: Bat what 
will you infer hereupon > if you confeffe that what feems 
far remote from the capacity of your intelligence , muft alfo; 
to you feem far fetched’; truly the book of Genefis teacheth 
us, that the Soule of every living creature dwels in the blond of 
it, as in'its proper manfion; For in the bloud there inhabite 
certaine noblé and vital powers, which, asiif theyowere:en- 
dowed with animation, cry loud to heaven for revenge ; yea 
from the hands of Judges:here below, demand vindictive ju- 
ftice to be done-upon the homicide:which fince they cannot be 
denyed to be natural Citizensof the blood , Ifee no: reafori; 
why any man fhould-reject the magzeri(m'of the: bloud ;ànd 
unjuftly reckon its rare & admirable effects among the'ridicu< 
Oo leus 
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‘lous acts of fztas.Iwil fay this further,that men which walk in 
their fleep,do by the conduct of no otherAZoror or guide,theh 
that of the Spirit of the Bloud , that is of the ewrward nan, 
walk up and downe, clime wals and przcipices, and performe 
many other actions difficult and impoffible to men awake : I 
fay, by a magicall virtuenaturall to the ostyrayd man. That 
Saint Ambrofe was vifibly prefent at the exfequies of Saint 
Martin,though corporally at home in his owne Chamber ma- 
ny Leagues diftant. Yet he was vifibly prefent at the celebra- 
tion of hisholy brothers funerall , in the véfible (pirit of the 
exteriour man and no otherwife : for when many holy Fathers 
of the Church have feen the tranfaction of many fecret and 
diftant things, this hath been performed without the circum 
fcription of time and place,in that ¢e/ta/y which is. only ofithe 
internall man, by the /uperiour powers of the foule, cdlleced 
and twifted into unity, and by an imtelleGuall-vifion', but not 
by-a vifrblé prefence. For otherwife the /os/e is never divorced 
from the body;unlefs in earneft once and:ever,and then is not 
capable of a reunion until the refurrection: which reconnexi- 
on notwithftanding is otherwife familiar ánd naturall to the 
f[pirit of the omtward man,divorced pro tempore in fome ecffafy. 

Info greata Paradox it can hardly fuffice to erect a firme 
building of belief upon one fingle pillar of reafon : wherefore 
we conceive it our duty, to frame a fecond bafis for the more 
fubftaritiall fupportment of our doctrine of ALaguetifme, and 
to advance to the explanation of that myfterious: caufe, by 
which this A¢agneticall alliciency is performed alfo betwixt 
bodies devoid of animation, not by any Aximall, buta cer- 
taine Naturall fenfafron. Which that we may more ferioufly 
enterprife, and folidly performe , we are obliged by way of 
preparation: to pramife an ‘enquiry, what S4ras canof his 

- own power contributeto, and by what meanes he can:coope- 
perate in the meerly nefarious and impious actions of Witches 
and Conjurators : for from hence will it clearly appear, to 
what particular and juft caufe, whether Narurall or Diabo- 
licall, every effec arifing from abftrufe originals, ought pro- 
perly to be afcribed.- And finally, what kinde of fpiritualt 
power that is, which tendsto and arrives at an. object Yita 
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ved at large diftance: or what. is the action; -paffion;. and 
velitation or reactive encounter betwixt Natural! Spirits: or 
wherein confifts the /uperiority and prerogative of man, above 
other inferiour Creatures: and by confequence, why our 
Unguent compounded of human Adumies, fhould-alfo, cure- 
the wounds of orfes. 1 fhall explain the matter by an ex- 
ample. 

Let us therefore grant 4 witch, who can vigoroufly torment 
an abfent man by an image of wax, by imprecation, incantati- 
on, or onely by fome previous touch ( for in this place: we 
have nothing to doe with Veneficious Witches, properly called 
Sorcerers, in regard they execute their malice, and deftroy 
onely by poyíon, which every common Seplafiarie and petty 
Apothecary can imitate ) that: this. actionis Diabolical/, no 
man will doubt” However it pleafeth usto. diftinguifh, how 
much $4raz, and how much.the Witch can contribute to this 
mifchiefe.. 


| The firft Suppofition. 

Firft, you (hall take notice that’ Satan is the fworne and 
irreconcileable enemy of mankinde, and fo accounted by all,. 
unleffe any pleafe to efteem him a friend : and therefore that 
he doth moft readily, without any the leaft hafitancy or neg- 
ligence, attempt and procure what mifchief foever lies within. 
the reach of his malice or power againft us. 


T be fecond fuppofition, 

Next you fhall obferve, that although he be a. mortal! ad- 
verfary to Witches alfo, in fo much as "tis effentiall to. him to 
maintain a moft deftrudiive hoftility againft all the Sons. o£ 
Adam x. yet in refpect they are his confeft (laves , and: fworn 
Subjects of bis own black. Kingdome, he never,unleffe againft 
his will, and by compulfion, detects them, never betrays 
them into the hands-of the Magiftrate,nor expofes them to the: 
fcorne and reproches of. other perfons; and that for three 
reafons. (r)Since he is the Grand-father of pride, he. very 
well knowes, that by the detection: of his favorites there is 
much detracted from his reputation, authority and dominion.: 
(2) Since he is aninfatiate IVj;jsrod, an. implacable perfecutor 
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of foules, he is not ignorant, that by the punifhment and 
flames, which juftice inflicts upon his Zanies,many other men, 
elfe willing: and ‘prompt to lift themfelves in his regiment,’ 
and fall’ under his jurifdi&tion,, are difcouraged, deterred, 
and quite averted. (3) Becaufe he often obíétves many a 
Witch, whom with an obtorfion or wrefting round of her 
neck, and fecret ftopping of her breath he could heartily wifh 
to deftroy, converted by het punifhment, to become an A po- 
ftate from him, and repenting at fight of the flames; ánd by 
this meanes fnatched out of his’ clutches. | 
From the former of our propofitions I conclude,that Satan, 
if he were able fingly by his own power to deftroy man, 
whom the guilt of mortall (inne hath made obnoxious to the 
tyranny of death, would upon no motive whatever be induced 
to fufpend and procraftinate the execution of his deftrudive 
malice : but he doth not, therefore he ‘cannot deftroy him: 
But yet the “itch doth very frequently murder man; and 
hence alfo it is clear, that the witch hath a power to deftroy 
him, no otherwife then an a/fa/ine hath a power,at the liberty 
of his own will, to cut the throat. of him that is: fallen into 
his hands : and therefore in this deteftable action there isa 
certain power peculiarly belonging to the witch, which de- 
pends not upon Satan; and by confequence Saran is not the 
principall efficient and grand executor. of the homicide ;. for 
otherwife, 1f he were the prime executor, he could in no re- 
{pect ftand in need of the Witch for a Coadjutrix and Affiftant; 
but would ere this time, by his own fingle power, have cut 
off and {wept into the grave the greateft part of mankinde, - 
Moft miferableand deplorable indeed were the condition of 
the pofterity of Adam, which fhould lie in fübjeQion to fo 
horrid a tyranny, and ftand obnoxiousto the fate of his ar- 
bitrary cruelty: but we have the Almighty Preferver of mén, 
more faithfull in his mercies towards us then to fübject tlie 
wotkes of his own hands to the arbitrary dominion of Surax. 
Therefore in this impious att there ts a certaine power clearly 
peculiar,and naturall to the Witch, which proceeds nor from 
Satan. ‘ 
Moreover,what the nature,extent, and quality of this AZ- 
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gicall (yet naturall) power of the witch may be, we muft ex- 
a&ly explore and gravely confider. It is manifeft in the firft 
place, that itis not any Corporeall ftrength of the mafculine 
fex ;' for there concurres not any forcible attraction of the 
members of the body, and Witches are for the moft part old, 
feeble and impotent women: Wherefore of neceffity to the 
production of this notable mifchiefe there muft concurre fome 
other power, of farre more vigour and -activity then the 
ftrength of the body, and yet: purely uaturall co man. This 
power therefore muft be ambufcadoed in that part, wherein 
we moft nearly refemble the Image of God. And although alf 
pieces of the hexameron Creation doe in fome relation or 
other reprafent that moft facred and venerable image of the 
Creator: yetin regard man doth moft elegantly ,moft properly 
and moft exactly reflect that fhadow of Divinity, therefore 
doth the sage of God fhine more tranfcendent in man, and 
as Lord Paramount beare rule and exercife dominion-over the 
vepra[entative Divinity of all other Creatures. For haply. by 
this prerogative all created Sublunaries are made fubordinate 
to his royaltie, and proftituted at the- feet of his Soveraign 
will. Wherefore if Godexecute his will, and: produce reall 
effects per nutum, intuitively, and by the fingle efficacy of his 
word : then man alfo to make good his title of being the true 
mirrour or: reprafentative. of the Deity, ought to enjoy à 
power of doing fome achons per nutum. For neither is that 
new, paradoxicall or troublefome to our faith, nor. peculiar 
onely to God himfelf : (ince Satan, the moft vile and abject of 
all Creatures, can alfo move folid and ponderous bodies from 
place to place at pleafure, onely per stum : for he. hath no 
corporeall organs, no extremities, wherewith to touch;locally 
move, or.affumeany new body to himfelf. No leffe there- 
foreought this priviledge to belong to the inward man, in his 
fpirituall.capacity; if we allow him to bearethe image of God, 
and that no idle and unactiveone, If we name this faculty 
magicall, and this appellation found harfh, and terrible in the 
eares of your ignorance, I fhall not quarrel with you, if you 
pleafe to denominate it a fpiritaall vigour ot energie of the 
inward. man:for wee are not at all follicitous about sane: but 
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ever with as direct an eye of reafon as I ean, I look upon the 
reality of the thing it felf. This magical! power therefore na- 
turally refides in the im»sard man: Whether by this title you 
underftand the foule or vitall fpirit of man, is now indifferent 
to us: fincethe izward man doth hold a certain correfpon- 
dence with the outward in all things, which commerciali ín- 
fux, thriving and as it were glowing with a fervour of aQi- 
vity in a peculiar manner, is an appropriate difpofition and 
proportionate nin à On which ground it is neceflary,, 
that this active faculty be diffeminated and diffufed through 
the whole compofitum of man: butindeed in the foule, more 
intenfe and vigorous, and in flefa and blood, far more remiffe 
and languid. | | IND 
The Vital Spirit inthe throne of flee and blood, that is the 
outward man, fits Viceroy to the Sax/e, and acts by her com- 
miffion : andis the fame plaftick irit which inthe feed com- 
prehends, contrives, and models the whole figure of man, 


that Magnificent ftructure, limms out all the lineaments and 


accurate adumbration of the parts, and underftands the pra- 
deftinate ends of all its defignes and undertakings: which as 
Prafident and guardian accompanies the infant from the- fif 
moment of its conception, to the laft of its diffolution:: and 
which although together with the life it bid adieu tothe body, 
yet fome little remaines, as if ftrongly united unto and con- 
fermentated with the corporeall ma fle, for a while fojoum in 
a Carcafe extinctby violence. But ontofa dead body, whofe 
lamp of life tanbetithed and went out of its owne accord, both 
the zmplartate and izfluent f, pirit depart hand in hand together. 
For which reafon Phyfcians diftinguifh this Pirit into the 
eriginary, tmplautare and inperent, oy Mui xl, and the zz- 
fluent ot acquifite vanifhing together with the former life : 
and afterwards they againe dichotomize or fubdivide the ;»- 
flaxive [birit into the naturall, vitall and animall: but we 
in this notion bind them all Up together in this one terme, the 
vitali [pirit, Ot inward man: The Soule therefore, by effence 
wholly /piritusl/, could by no meanes, move, inform; and 
actuate the vir4// irit (which truely carries fomething of 
corporeity and bulk J'fhuch leffe excite and Sive loeomotion to. 
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flefh and bloud; unleffe fome natwrall, yet magicall and [piri- 
tall, powet inherent in the/os/e, did ftreame down from the 
foule, as from the firft motor, upon-the /pirit ,^ and fo defcend 
to the body. Ebefeech you by what way could the corporcall 
Spirit obey and execute the command of the Soal, unleffe it 
ficft receive commiffion and ability from her to move the Spi- 
rit, and afterwards the body ? Butagainft this AZagicall AZo 
trix you willinftantly object , that indeed there is füch a ng- 
turall power, but her wings ate clipe, fhe is. reftrained and 
confined within the walls of het owne tabernacle , the £o4y, - 
fo that fhe cannot extend her authority and influence beyond 
the circumference of it; and therefore although we give her 
the proud name of AZagicall, yet we cannot efcape the guilt 
of wrefting and abufively applying that Epithite , fince the 
true, genuine, and fuperftitious 772g;c4// power defumes fot 
her b/s from the Sou/e ; in regard the Soule her felf is devoyd 
ofall ability to move, alter, or excite any the leaft thing 
at all, without her own orbe of activity , the body. 1anfwer, 
that this Vigour and naturall Adagick of the Sow/e,which acts 
extra fe, beyond the dimenfions of her felfe , by virtue of the 
image of God, doth now lye raked up and obfcured in man,and 
being impoverifhed in its force of excitation , is grown un- 
active , fomnolent and ftupid, ever fince the prevarication of 
Adam (aM which particulars we fhall. hereafter, in coriveni- 
ent place and order commonftrate)which power , however it 
be charmed into a lethargick inaétivity by the opiàm of ori- 
ginall fin, and drunk with the narcoticall fumes of cóncupi- 
fcence, within us : yet it retaines force fafficient to performe 
all its requifite offices in the body. This /cience therefore and 
Magicall power in man , acting only per natum , intuitively: 
srew dormant and evirate , from that minute the Science (or 
rather nefcience ) ofthe Aple was drunk in: and while «this 
malignant Counter-fcience of the forbidden fruit ( that is, of 
flefh and bloud., of the outward man , and darkneffe) growes 
upand-flourifhes, the more noble 7agical power. withers, is 
ploughed up and buryed in the rubbiflrof fenfuality, © But iri 
regard ever now and then the fcience of the'aple is fufpended 
and chained up in the leadenfetters of fleep : hence it is alfo, 
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that fometimes our dreams are propheticall , and that often 
God himfelf vouchfafethto make.a neerer approach and fa- 
miliar vifit to the fons of men , in dreams or abftracted vifions 
of the night : for when the iaterior magick of the Soule ftands 
unmolefted and free from any difturbance of the Science of 
the interdifted fruit, then and onely then doth the intelligence 
keep holy-day, enjoy an halcyon Calme, and freely diffufe its 
felfe through allits royaltie : for thus doth it, when it de- 
mergeth it felf into the inferiour and. fubordinate faculties, 
fafely conduct and lead along thofe that walk sx their fleep,o- 
ver fuch horrid pracipices , where the ftrongeft brained man 
awake durft not adventure to clime. 

Whereupon the fenior Rabbies of the 7ews affirme, that

902. Now Satan excites this Adagicall power ( otherwife dor- 
mant, and impeded by the Science of the outward man) in his 

vatfals : and the fame awdked into activity ferves them in ftead 

of a fword, or inftrnment.of revenge inthe hand. ofa potent 

adverfary, thae is the witch. Nor doth Satan adfer any thing 

at 
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at all to the perpetration of the murder, more then;the bare 
excitation of the fomnolent power, and a confent of the wid, 
which in Witches is for the moft part fubject to his compulfi- 
on: fot which two contributions, the damned mifcreant, as 
if the whole ezergy of the act were foly attributaty to him- 
felfe requires by compact, a conftant homage, a firme and 
irrevocable oppignoration, and devout adoration at leaft,and 
frequently a furrender of the very foule into his poffeílion. 
Whenintruth this power, was freely conferred upon us by 
Gód our Architett, andis no more then purely xatarall to 
man.For thofe: praftigious acts. and impoftures, the effafci- 
nation by the optick emiflion of the eyes, the falfe difguifes 
of Witchesin borrowed fhapes, and other delufions of this 
kind are onely derived.from the, Jegerdemain of Satan, and. 

his proper. d£... And forthisreafon all the operations of this 
dMantinbanco, this Hocus-pocus, are meerly ridiculous pageant 
delufions and. counterfeit apparitions, by the pre/entment of 
formes that delude the fenfe; becaufe the God of mercies permits - 
him not to enjoy any greater range of power, but holds. this 
mifchievoris Leviathan by. a hook in his noftrils : but.on the 
otherfide, the witch doth by the magick of her own zatwral! 
faculty perform. reall-and: impious effects. Since that by fiz, 
"not the.endowments of Nature, but of Grace, were oblitera- 
ted in Adam, no man difputes : and that thefe gifts of Nature, 
although they were not. totally cancelled. and loft, yet re- 
mained eclipfed,and as it were envelloped in the obfcurity of 
a midnight fleep.. For as man from that unhappy moment, 
wherein he forfeited his primitive Soveraignty, became inevi- 
tably obnoxious to the fame fate of mortality together with 
his fellow creatures : fo alfo were all his herotck and imperial 
faculties withdrawn behind a cloud, and fo oppreffed with the 
opacity of flefbly Iufts, that ever fince they ftand in need of 
excitement and edyétion from that Cimmerian umbrage. And 
to the procuring and advance of this excitation, abftracted 
Contemplations , fervent and unceffant Prayers, tedious vigils, 
macerating’Fajts and other acts of mortification, are ftrong 
and ptavalent conducements; that by thefe fpirituall anti- 
dores the Lethargie of flefh and. blood being fubdued, men 
ms. may 
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ad obtain this faculty renewed into ‘its’ primitive: agility; 
and in a calme requiem of fpirit offer up their addreffes-to 
that pure Effesce, which requires to be worfhiped no other 
way, then in purity of fpirir, that is, inthe zealous abyfle of 
the Soule, the profundity of the inward maa, Á 
To this purpofe alfo mainely conduceth the practiceef the 
Cabal, which may reftore to the Soude this her naturall and 
magicall prerogative, and rowze it up from the flamber: and 
inchantmént of Carnality. c | hri 
 Iwil explain my felf yet farther, like Mathematician, by 
Examples, and ime the very operations of Witches: ‘which 
although of themfelves they are full of impiety and horrid 
mifchiefe ; yet they grow upon the fame root ‘indifferently 
difpofed to the production of good or evill fruité, namely up: 
on this ZZagicall facnltie; For it proclaimes not the mente 
of Free-will, or the tractate of-ic, if we from thence collect 
argument concerning a thtefe, an aflafline, a whoremonger; 
an apoftate, or Witch. Grant therefore that a Witch killa 


horfe, in a ftable removed at good diftance : ' there is fome 


certain natural! power derived from the fpirit of the Witch; 
and not from Satan, which can oppreffe,’ ftrangle, and perifh 
the vitall fpirit of the horfe. Grant that there betwo /z5jett.s 
of difeafes and death, and that one of thefe is the body. where- 
in every difeafe takes up its quarters: and becaufe all Entities 
difcharge their activities on this, as the moft paffive arid 
flexible, men have conjectüted, -that the other: fpirituall: do« 
miriion was derived immediately from Satan : but the other 
is the impalpable and invifible Spirit, which isconftituted in 
a capacity of fuffering every difeafe, per fe, inits own folitary 
mature. The Spirit once invaded by any forteign hoftility, 
and fubdued to the obedience of paffiow, the body alfo cannot 
but fübmit to compaffion and deuteropathy; (ince every action 
is terminated in the body(for the mind after once it is adliged 
to the body, alwaies flowes downward, as when the Palate is 

mifaffected with paine, the tongue alwaies tends thither, on 
the defigne of relieving it) but on the contrary, the body may 
often be affaulted and entered by the force o£ a difeafe, and 
yet the jpirir remain exempted from (ymparhy.

of our frailties, we fhall finde. no ground left us, to ere& any 
ftructure of pride upon. Theact therefore of the previous 
touchof the Witch is purely zatural! : although the excita- 
tion of this magicall virtue depend upon the auxiliary con- 
currence of Sram, in as:mear anintereft; as if the Witch had 
cut the throat of thehoríe with a fword, which Satan had 
put into her hands. Thisa&of the Witch is. natural! and 
corporeall : as the other precedent act is zaturall and fpritual. 
For indeed man doth naturally confit no leffe of a firir,then 
a Ped :: nor is there reafon, why one a& fhould be accounted 
more natural then. the other; or why the body, the courfer 
part of man, fhould be allowed a power of action, but the 
piri themore noble and cceleftiall part , (inits relation of 

eing the Image of God) accounted. idle , unoperative, and 
altogether devoid of any activity peculiar to it fel£ : yeathe 
Vital [pirits, wv moft exa& propriety of language, are the im- 
mediate actors of /enfatian, motion, memory, cic. but the. body, 
and dead carkafle cannot, in any refpect whatever, owne thofe 
faculties : wherefore every: action ftands more relatively and 
properly regardant to.its Agevt , then to the body, which 
at beft is no more then the. tranfitory. lod ing of. tbe gent. 

. And thus i£ is'evidenced, that there pafleth,a, [piritwadl va- 
dis, Ot gleame of magicall virtué® from the Hitch; to the 
man Or horfe appointed for deftruction,according to that 4x; 
ome: That no attion can. be done, without a due approximation 
of the Ageut-to the Patient and aveciprocal unition.or marriage 
of the'virtues: of each, whether tbe admotion or approximation be 
corporeall or fporituall :, Which byan example ready provided 
to our hand we can both prove and illuftrate. 

For if the heart (which isthe prefence-chamber of the. vi- 
tall fpirit) of a. horfe (lain. by a witch, taken ont of the yet 
warme and reaking carcafe, be empaled upon: an artow,. and 
roafted upon. a.;broach,. or carbonadoed:,’ immediately: the 
vitall fpirit of the witch, without the intervention of any 
other medium, and anon tlie whole witch (ince not the body, 
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but onely the /irit is capable of fenfarion) becomes tormen- 
ted with the unfufferable pains and cruelty of the fire; which 
truly could by no meanes happen, unleffe there preceded a 
conjunction or reciprocall intercourfe of ‘the fpirir of the 
Witch, with the fpirit of the horfe. For the horfe after 
ftrangulation retaines a certain mumiall virtue (fo I call it, 
whenever the virtue of the vitall nectar, or blood, is con- 
fermentate with the flefh ) which is the originary, implantare 
[pirir, fuch as is never found refident in bodies, that are ex- 
tinct by voluntary deaths inany chronique difeafe, or other 
ataxy, irregularity, or difruption of-the inferiour harmony, 
that is the temperament of the body : towhich the pre of 
the Witch is affociated, as joynt commiffioner. | In the reak- 


‘ing and yet panting heart therefore, the fpirit of the Witch, 
before it fhall,by the diffolution of the precedent confpirácie, 
or divorce of the united fpirits by putrefaction, have returned. 
backe into her bofome, is imprifoned and held captive, and 
the retreat of it prevented by the arrow transfixed, and by 


thetorrefaction of both fpirits together : and hence comes it 
to pafle, that the witch isafflicted and throwne’ into a hortid 
agony in her fenfative [pirit. This effect admitsa change, or 
double conftruétion, from the istention of the experitient. 
For if revenge be the motive or incitementto the experimen- 
tator, then is the effect unwarrantable and: inconfiftent with 
the charitable rules of Chriftianity * but if an honeft and 
confcientious defigne, to compel! the Witch ‘to detect her 
felf, to betray her to the juftice of the Magiftrate, to procure 
fecurity to our neighbour and our felves by the remove of fo 
impious, blafphemous, and noctiousa vaffall of Satan, that 
the greater glory to God, and peace and benevolence to men, 
may redound- from the difcovery';' then undoubtedly the 
effect cannot be difallowed or ‘condemned by the moft rigid, 
precife, or püritaricall Jüdgement.' ' We are not to conceive, 
that all the fpirit ofthe Witch fallyed forth , and tranfinigra- 
ted intothe heart: of the’ Horfe (for fo thé’ Witch her Eire | 
had perifhed, falne. into an éternall fwóune) bur that chere is 
a certaine xnivocall participation, Or identicall tradutlion of © 
the fpirit and virall light of the Witch: in an equall analogie 
! to 
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to the Plaftique [pirit, or fole delineator and architect of the 
tioft curios and magnificent fabrick of man, which in every 
diftinct'emiffion of the geniture ot feed is-covertly" ambufca- 
‘doed and propagated, fufficient to the procreation of a nüme- 
rousiffue, the originary (prit of the father yet remaining 
unimpaired, and conferving its individuall integrity. For 
iti (ooth that participation and inheritance of the viral] light 
ismagical ; and a-tich and fruitful communication of the 
foecilicah éffefice, by the fertill virtue of that: benediction, 
delivered by the Proroplaft of all feminall formes, Leta’ Ani- 
malls and Vegetalls bring forth feed, and hence is it that one 
individuall feed produceth ten myriads of other feeds equi- 
alent, ahd as many femjnall fpirits comprehending the whole 
pecificall effencé, by the fame myfterious way of traduction, 
iwhereby one Tapor is lighted by the flame of another."

of their dead acted upon their enemies by the. furviving. Ma- 
gick.of their friends bloud.; for the magicald (pirit-of the in- 
ward man, in.the heat of the. encounters, & fallyes hath.con- 
ceived a.character and impréffion of revenge , and fometimes 
the defendants , efpecially th common Souldier, being: by 
want.and other extreame miferies reduced to defperation,and 
man and wife, conjoyned.as well in death as.life ; fallinginto 
the cold armes of the grave ;. bequeath, heavie imprecations 
and maledictions to the fürviving- Officers, who.

which earneft curfe, there.are more fixong. and durable im- 
pre[stons engraven on the, fidereall fpivit of. the dying; man 
(chiefly of a great bellyed woman)which furvivethe funeral 
of theibody.

iAcenfed Divinity. But our pen is: tender , and feares: to di- 
valege the myfterious caufe; why fuch /pirituatl plagues fcorhe 
to obey the empty and fruftaneous help of corporeal remedies: 
for to reveale the reciprocall confiexion of mxmies,8c the con- 
cordance of theirinterchangeable and cooperating faculties, 
might prove unfafe and ‘offenfive to vulgar heads , in regard 
of the whole Nettromancy of the Antients.was originally 
founded on this bafis. For the fame reafon alfo God in the Le- 
vitical Law feverely prohibited the fufpenfion of. the bodies 
of Malefactots upor the Gibbet, exprefly commanding their 
remove before the Sun went dowre upon them. You will 
atfwet that Camp-plagwes.are gerierated from che odious and 
unwholfome naftineffe of the Souldier ,and: from the unbu- 
tied excrements of meni; and entrafs- of beafts;polluting the 
ayte with putrid and malignant vepours: buztothis erroné- 
ous opiniort we oppofe the example of Coriars:, Tanners; and 
fuch who imploy their induftry in the fordid manufa@ure of 
glevr, nade of skins diffolved ‘by putrefaction, forall: thefe 
aveoblerved forthe moft part (fo farre are they from s beimg 
pbnoxious to the infection of the Plague) to enjoy rhe btel- 
fings of health and longavity ; fo conf{prewous atid admirable 
is thé finger of Divinicy im the (piritof rhe Aficrocofme.: 1. 
‘Dee youdefire to: be informed; whytheblood of a: 
is toxtéuldand poyfonous; but that of an O.ce; though brother 
to the Bulhofafe and harniéleffe> the reafor thusthe Bail:at 
the time of flaughter: is full of fecret reluctancy and vindi- 
cive mürmuls,- and firmly impreffeth: upon his owne blood'a 
ebaratiep and potent Jianature of revenge. But if it chance, 
that án Owe broughtto the (laughter; fallnot atoone ftroke 
of thé A&e, but srow enraged and furious, and continue long

And thus have wee,to the fatisfaction of the moft incredulous 
and prejudicate, made it; out, that the admirable efficacy of 
the Unguent ought tobe imputed,: not to any auxiliary. con- 
currence of Satan. (who ‘could. performe the cure without 
the ufe of honey: and Bulls blood)- butto the communion of 
Naturall qualities, by the energy of the pofthume Charatter 
of Revenge, remaining firmly impreffed upon the blood and 
concreted fat... | | ; dg] 
Our Adverfaries will whifper,-and fecretly éxult; thatthe 
power of our Zagnetical Ongnent could have hardly been 
{fupported, but by Axalogical Arguments drawn from the 
abftrufe operations of Witches, from the impoftures of Saraz,. 
and the. /piritual magick, of the invifible world, which. is a 
Yeience Onely imaginary ; of sno folid concernment or weight 
an'theballance of reafon, and a dangerous,if not damnable, 
error; -Neverthelefs; not any finifter obliquity ‘or perverfion 
of truth, nor any indirect defign in us, by fpecious fimilitudes 
to impofe upon the weaker credulities of the illiterate: but 
the grofs ignorance of others, and the deplorable condition 
of. humane fragility, which by the propenfity of our vitiated 
nature more readily inclines to evil, more nimbly apprehends 
evil, and is more familiarly inftructed by evil, then good, 
hath 
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hath compulfively directed our pen to obferve this method 
in the explanation and probation of our thefis. However, - 
what we have reprefented in this fcene concerning Sataz, and 
his familiar Zany the Witch , affords no encouragement or 
sround for others ‘to hope a perfect, conformity or refem- 
blance of the power of our Uzgzezt with that of Witches ; 
for neither thepiritual faculty of the Vnguenr, nor the ecffa- 
tique phanjie of the blood, are excited by the manuduction 
orimpulfion of Saran. The mark we fhot at was, that there 
is inhabitant in the Soul a certain Magical Virtue, infufed by 
theprimitive bounty of her Creator, naturally proper and of 
right: belonging to her by that juft title, that Azan 7 the 
image aud noble effigies of tbe. Deity; and that this virtue is 
"qualified with a celeftial activity, and femidivine prerogative 
of ‘operation, that is, a power of acting per nutum; imtuitive- 
ly, fpititually, and ac vaftdiftance, and that too with much 
more vigor and efficacy, then by any corpereal helps and 
affiftance. The réafon briefly and plainly thus; the foulisthe 
diviner particle, and/more noble moity of man, . far over- 
weighing tlie body both in dignity of: effence and extraction : 
therefore alfo is the activity competent to it fpiritual Magical, 
and of fuperlative validity, ^ That the Soul by the dictates of 
this Virtue, which hath fuffered a confopition and abate- 
ment of its primitive agility by the counter-magick of the 
forbidden ‘Apple in: Paradife, doth regulate, manage, and 
move onely her own peculiar body: but the fame: being ex- 
fufcitated and awakened again into. action, (he extends her 
dominion beyond the narrow limits of her earthly cloyfter to 
an obje& at diftance, and becomes fo longimanous as to 
operate onely per m4tum , by intuition conveyed through 
convenient mediums’: for upon this. point is founded the 
whole bafis of Natural Magick, but in no refpect upon the 
brittle and fandy foundation of Benedictions , Ceremonies, 
and vain fuperftitions ; for. thefe vain and impious obfer- 
vances were all introduced by him, who.hath ever made it 
his ftudy, to confpurcate and defile the beft things with the 
fophiffication of his tares. And in this fenfe we have not 
trembled at the name of AZagick, but with the Scripture 
|  underftood 
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underftood it in the beft interpretation : and yet we have al- 
lowed it, to be indifferently imployed to a good or evil end, 
namely by the lawful ufe or abufe of this power. And fo 
under this term we comprehend the higheft ingenite cogni ti- 
on of natural things, and the moft vigorous power of 
action, equally natural to us with dam, not wholly extin- 
guifhed nor obliterated by original (in , but onely obfcured 
and as it were confopited, and therefore wanting experge- 
faction and excitement, And therefore we declare , that 
Magnetifm is not exercifed by Saran: but by that which hath 
no dependance upon Satan: and confequently that. this

gination, and perturbing their flumbers. id. Senncrt. in Inllitut. * Catoche, or Catalepfis, is 
a violent fymptome of the Animal Faculty, wherewith who is furprized, remains deprived of 
all fenfe and arbitrary motion, and rigidly congealed like a ftatue in tke (ame polture, where- 
in he was fiit insaded, Confule ful. Cefar. Scaliger. Exerc. s 32. Hoc admirandum [ane [ymp- 
toma, ex co oriri vida, quod [enfovium commune, fivc Conarion, c intcydum etiam paries ei 
vicine, multis occufentu butnoribus, dum veliguum cerebrum ab ius minim eft affeétum, Hinc enim 
nullus objeétorum motus ab anima in boc affetiu percipi potefl : er fpiritus in cerebro fatis copiose 
quidem geniti, fed determinationcns im'alias partes non accipientes, in.co[dem mu[culos, in quos 
aatea erant delerpinalà, perpetuo fluunt, corpu[que in eodem tatu vetinent.

That 
man of himfelf, without the auxiliary concurrence of any 
forrein. Caufality;, can. where and whenhe pleafe, by the 
practife of the Cabaliftique Art,awaken and excite this grand 
Virtue into action : and fuch who have attained to this reno- 
vation of their impaired nature, are honored with the title 
of Adepti, Obtainers, ot Acquirers, the fele&t veffels of God, 
whofe wills ftand.in, humble: and full conformity to the 
dictates. and. advifoes of the Holy. Ghoft. | 

That this ZZagical Virtue is alío naturally inherent in 
the outward man, namely in flefh and blood; but yet in a far 
lefs meafure, and of a more feeble energy : yea, not onely in 
the outward man, but even in 2rates, in fome proportion and 
of. inferior. vigor (for fo the Book of Z4efes : hatlr pofitively 
obferved unto us, that the owl of every beaft. ts lodged. in its 
blood, and therefore he defervedly forbids it to be lifted in 
the bill of humane fare) and. perchance in all other created 
natures; fince every fingle entity contains, within the nar- 
row tabletof its ownnature, an adumbration or landskip of 
the whole Univerfe ; and on this hint. the Antients have left 
it on record untous, that there is a God, that is an univerfal 
Entity, in all things. That this AZagick of the outward man, 


no leis then that of the izward man, doth want excitation : 


nor doth Svtan excite any other AZagick in his bafe mifcreant 
vaffals, then that of the o#tward man; for inthe interior 
clofet of the Sox/ is feated the Kingdoms of God, to which no 
Creature hath accefs. We have further demonftrated, that 


there is-a mutual connexion between fpiritual Agents, and 


that. fpirits as they combat, which we have fhewn in the ex- 
ample.of the Witch, fo alfo they hold a friendly and amica- 
ble correfpondence each with other, which we prove by the 
teftimony of Magnetical experiments, and.próper arguments, 
for the fafcination and ligation of fouls, as in the amours of 
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David and Fonathan, ec. Finally , we have ftretched the 
finews of our reafon to manifeft; that man enjóyes a dominion 
paramount over all other corporeal Creatures, and that by his 
own ‘natural Magick he can cotintermand the Magical vit- 
tues of all other fublunaries:. which: royal prerogative and 
predomination fome others have erroneoufly and abufively 
transferred upon the power of charms and incantations: “By 
which Hierarchy we have’ to fatiety of fatisfa&tion, made 'it 
manifeft; ‘that all thofe admirable and abftrufe effects are 
wrought, which the ruftical and too corporeal Philofophy 
of others hath afcribed tothe dominion of Sata. 

That thofe: who are iguorant of moft things we have de- 
livered, fhould yet remain dubious and unfatisfied in many 
things, is neceffarily certain’: wherefore we have determined 
to make afummary rehearfalof all: ' chiefly thar fo what we 
have fpoken in-the former part'of our difpnte, concerning 
the duello or conflict of fpirits, and the reciprocal amity or 
mutual confpiration of. their. united virtues,’ may receive thé 
clearerexplanation.. Itis à task worthy our fweat and'oyl; 
to difcover and handfomely define the arms; militia, and en- 
counters of fpirits,and their Commonwealth: in order where- 
unto we are with great fobriety of judgment , and acute- 
nefs of reafon, to perpend the example of a pregnant ot great 
bellied worn, who when fhe, hath intently 'and with: vio- 
lence of defire fixed her minde upona Cherry, immediately 
there is impreffed upon the fruit of ‘her womb the model, or 
pourtract of the Cherry, inthat part, whereon thé ingravi- 
dated-woman laid her hand. Nor doth there remain onely 
x bare andidlefigure of a Cherry, anda fpot or maculation 
ofthe skins: bur a certain real produtlion ;^ whieh büds; 
bloffomes, and.ripensin its due feafori; at the fame time witli

image, ordeal Entity. The ssiude being once polluted by 
the leprous miafm, or contagious. tin&ure of fin, foon be- 
came obnoxious tothe wrath of God; and becaufe this wasat - 
once deturpated: and. depraved, being devefted. of the Nobi- 
lity of its primitivecondition ; therefore Death found àn en- 
trance upon’ our nature, not by the original decree of the 
Creator, but by the degeneration of man delapfed into filthi- 
nefs and impurity, and ungeneroufly degrading himfelf, 
by reafon of this sdeal entity now arrayed with comparative 
corporeity ; which corruption and turpitude,with deplorable 
fertility {pringing ‘up in every the moft venial peccadillo, we 
muft extenuate and mortifie’ by fhowers of pcenitential tears 
in this world, or too late bewail in the next. ‘This entity there- 
fore, while it remains in the forge of the intellect, is but 
lightly and (lenderly characterized, nor doth any where, but 
in a pregnant woman, receive amore firm confiftence, which 
in the mafculine fex it never obtains but by the wi; more 
familiarly thus, the Agent Intellett always procreateth an 
ideal Entity, ox femi-fubfLantial pourtraitt of the effence of 
anobject ; but cloaths ic not with corporcity, unlefs by the 
immediate action of the will, great-bellied women onely 
excepted. Sim therefore, whether we allow it to bea reality, 
or non-reality, at leaft a confent and: propenfity to evil, can 
never be committed without the real produ@ion of this kinde 
of Entity, andthe affumption and indution of it. And this 
truly hath ever been the Caufe of the fecundity of feeds : for 
the Phanjie, excited by the orgafmus or heat of /x/?,produceth 
a flender reality or sdeal entity, which when the fos/ hath 
clothed with corporeity’ (for the action of the minde,. while it 
remains immured in walls of flefh, always tends downward 
and outward) it inftantly diffufeth this new ideal entity, into 
the liquor-of the feed, which without this impregnation 
had flill continued: barren: and devoid: of ‘any Plaftique 
power: which action is performed asit were by analiena- 
tion of the minde, the will being ravithed, by the true Magick 
of the outward man, into a kinde of thort ecfafe, in iaa 
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‘there happens a communication. or bequeft of a certaine 
re light to the entity defcending into the body or maffe 
of feed. 

Whenfoever therefore the Cogitation. draws the fenfe and 
will into confent ; fo often isthere hatched, and incorporated 
a filthy, fpuriousideal a : by which productionthe. wif 
is faid to be confirmed: and this ideal entity with all expedition 
rangeth through the body, whitherfoever itis fent on an er- 
rant by the will: and by this meanes the »// now moves the 
arme, now the foote ,; anon the tongue, and fo all other

: Againe when this entity is diffeminated, upon the Cstall 
Spirit, on a defigne of love, reliefe, or harme to any object, 
then it wants no more then a flight and eafie excitement from 
the auxiliary hand. of God, of the Cabaliffiqne. Art, or of 
Satan, that fo the portion of the fpirit, which is impregna- 
ted with the ideall entity, may fally abroad and. atcheive the 
enterprife enjoined it by the wil. Thusevery male projects 
his feed at diftance from the dimenfions of hisbody : which 
ferninalbemiffion carries along with it that. feecundity, which 
it drew from the infufed hd and executes. its. procreative 
commiffion beyond the trunck of the individual! protoplaft. 
Undoubtedly bodies fcarce makeup 4. moity of the world : 
but Spirits poffeffe a full mediety, and indeed the major part 
of the world: And! therefore inthis whole Context, I call 
Spirits the Patrons of zMagnetifme s not thofe that are fent 
downe from heaven doe: we: mean; much leffe. thofe that a- 
fcend from the hortid Abyffe below;but fuch only which have 
their originall, and exiftence in man himfelfe «for as fire is, by. 
'excüffion, kindled'from flint, fo alfo from the will of man, by 
4 kinde of fecret fcintillation, fomething of the vitall influent 
fpiritis defumed; abd that fomething affumesan ideall entity, 
as its ultimate forme and complement; : Which perfection once 
obtaihed the Spirit, which before was purerand more refined 
then the zthereall aér, becomes fubtilitated like Aight, and 
affumes an-ambiguous or! midle nature, between Corporeall 
fübftancés and incorporeal/. Butit is fent ambaffador whither- 
foever the wil ditects it, or thither at leaft,whither the izzare

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infallible fcience-of [pirits doth command it, according: to the 
intentions and fcopes of the taskes to be performed : the ideal 
entity therefore, being now ready prepared for its journey,be- 
comes a Jight (underftand it in forme latitude of fenfe ) and 
fhifting off corporeity; confeffeth no reftraintsorcircumferi- 
ptive laws of places; trmes,or dimenfions. And this refined and — 
exalted femifubflance is neither the! Devil/; nor anyeffe£, nor 
any con[piration Of his: buta certain fPiritzuall ution of the in- 
ward man, plainly and purely natural! and hzreditaty ‘té ms. 
This ‘myfterious 2i/dome who everentertaineth with thar fo- 
lemnity of judgement and preparation of nature and unprz- 
judicate thought, which becomes the gravity of a mind greedy 
of magnalities ,- fhall eafily underftand; that the -»areria/ 
world 1s on all fides governed, regulated, and coerced by: the im- 
material and tnvifible: and that all corporeal created | matures 
are placed at the footfloole of man, as being fubordinaté to the i- 
gality of bis will.

Yet we have not {aid enough ‘concerning the ALagneti/me 
of the Unguent We fhall therefore now purfue a hint, which 
we ftarted in our pracedent lines. That the Maguetifme of the 
‘Loadftone and other inanimate: Creatures is performed bya 
certain Nathrall fenfation, the immediate Authrix of all fym- 
pathy, 1s atrüth unqueftionable. For if the Loadftone dire& 
it felfeto the Pole, it muft have a certain kyowledge,left it be- 
come fübject to deviation and error inits direction : and how, 
I befeech you, can it havethat requifite knowledge, if it be 
not fenfible of its 'owne locall pofitton ? In like manner: if it 
convert to iron placed at great diftance, and neglectthe Pole, 
-of neceffity it muft firft know the fituation of the iron. Wher- 
fore the fingle AZaguer is endowed: with various :/enfes, and 
alfo with imagination: nor will it be enough, thatat be.provi- 
ded of fenfation, unleffe we alfo adde the provokement: and 
"Soads of occult friezdfbip and Philauty or felfe-love ; and fo 


that the LoadfPone is endowed with a certaine Natzrall 
phanfy , by the power of whofe impreflion all Z4agzetz/mes 
inthe.whole Catalogue of Greatures are performed. For 
by one phanfy itis directed to iroz, and by another to the 
Poles for then is its virtue diffufed onely through a fmall 
fpace of the aér to the object near at hand: butthat Phan/y 
is changed, when it prevents. an abortion, reftraines. the im- 
petuous flux of Catarrhes, or hinders the falling downe of 
the inteftine ina rupture: andbya third phan/y, different 
from both the former , doth the Loadffone-attract any thing 
of glaffe melted by fire: for any the {malleft fragment. of a 
Losdlone injected into a good quantity of glaffe, while it is 
in deco@ion , of green or yellow turnsit into perfect white. 
For albeit the Load fone it felfe be of a deep. ( though fome- 
thing thadowed ) fanguine tincture, and be wholly deftroied 
and confumed by the fire that diffolves the glatfe : yet not- 
withftanding while it retaines any relict of its. estat elfence, 
it exhaufteth the riz&éd liquor even from the candent glaffe, 
and ‘devoureth the tinétere of it: and thus we dilcerne, that 
the: attraction of the Loadjtone is not: determined; onely to 
iron + but alfo extends to that: aerial pare , which otheewile: 
could not , without great difficulty , be divorced from. the 
body of the glaffe: and to this purpofe isit commonly ufed 
by Glaffe-makers. The phauly of Amber delights to allect 
ftrawes, chaffe, and other feftucous bodies , by-an attracti- 
on, we confeffe, obfcureand weake enough, yet fufficiently 
manifeft and ftrong to atteft an E/ecfriciry , or attractive 
fignature x for married to the wumie of our bodies, it appears 
fupetiour to the humane.

Effence, who is all life; and the very Soxle of Vitality, hath 
created all things in perfection, and fo prevented all expectati- 
on of deficiency and inutility in the leaft peice of his handy- 
WOtke : nor canthe (abtileft Curiofity finde out any one peice 
in the innumerable lift of Creatures, wherein the reflex of. his 
Divinity is not confpicuous : for the fpirit of the Lord fills 
the whole earth; yea this expreffion, that he comprehends all 
things carries the emphaticall and fignificant force ofthe word. 
Doe we not beleive that there was a large ftock of malignant 
feience ambufcadoed into the forbidden fruit? and that our un- 
happy Prorop/afts, together with theaple, fwallowed downe 
that /cience. and received it into the very entralls and profun- 
dity of their nature? and doth not this /ciezce przfuppofe a 
phan[) peculiar to it? For thus fome /rmples induce an Amen- 
ry or fhort alienation of the reafon, others caufe a conftant 
madneffe, or Afaniacal fury: not by a diftraGion of the 
brain, ora diffipation of the Animal! fpirits ( for then the 
ftrength and vigour of the maniacall perfons would of necefii- 
ty fufferimpairement and decay, which never happens, but 
rather on thecontrary they become much ftronger and almoft 
invincible ) but indeed, by the exotick and diftraGive 
phanfy of thofe peculiar fimples introduced, which over- 
mafters our phanfy , and fubdues it to full obedience, fome-

whole world, (7. e.) in all things within 77ifmegiftws Circle , 
which we Chriften the 24agzsm maguale, dh exfifteth the 
 univerfal Pander of all /ympatby and dy(pathy , the invifible 
Mercury or common Intelligencer, and the Promotor of all 
natural actions; and by whofe mediation or convoy the Mag- 
netifm is, as by the moft convenient vehicle, tranfported and 
wafted to an object at vaft diftance. This is made good by 
an aztoprical demonftration ; for if upon the miniking of a 
tuned’ Lute you place a flender ftraw, hanging with a 
doubtful extremity (7. c.) equilibrated in the aér, and at core 
venient diftance in the fame room ftrike the minikin of an- 
other Lute, when there fucceeds à confonance inthe eighth 
note, you fhall fee the ftraw to tremble; but when the notes 
concord in an zxi/on,then the minikin of the untouched Lute, 
impatient of delay, will quaver; caper for joy, echo the fame 
acr, and bya nimble fubfultation throw off the offenfive 
ftraw. What, will you impute this effect to $4747, and make 
him the Fidler 2. Now you fhall never obferve the ftraw to re- 
bound from the ftring, though all the ftringsof the other 
Lute be unanimoufly, ftrongly, and neer at hand plaid up-

But why tremble we at the name of ZZagick ? fince the 
Whole action is AZagical ; nor hath any natural Agcne-a 
power of acüuvity, which is not emergent from the phanjie of 
«s peculiar form, and that magically too. But in regard this 
phanfie in bodies devoid of voluntary e/e£ioz is onely of a de- 
terminate and limited identity : therefore have fome vulgar 
heads erroneoufly and dully imputed the effed@s of fuch re- 
{trained bodies, not tothe phanfie of them, buta Natural 
propriety ; out of an ignorance of Caufes fubftituting the 


effect

effect in the room of theCaufe. When indeed every Agent 
doth operate on its proper object, by a prafen[ation or diftin- 
Aive foreknowledg of it, whereby it is directed not to dif- 
charge its a&ivity rafhly and at random, but onely on its own : 
peculiar objed.. For the diffufion or emiffion of activity 
neceffarily {ucceeds the fenfation of the object ; and the effect 
refults from an excitement of the phanfie, by tran{mitting of 
the ideal entity, and conjoyning it with the radius or gleam 
of the paffive entiry. And this, in our dialect,hath ever been 
the 7Magical attion of natural bodies; yet 1n. moft àccom- 
modate language and juft propriety -of denomination, this 
Magical and phantaftique attivity belongs principally (if 
not folely) to Creatures ennobled with'a power of edeétion. 
I fhall mufter up the Creatures, and guide.our difquifition 
through every Claffis of them. Al formal proprieties flowing 
from the forms of the three nniverfal principles, 54/, Sul- 
phar, and Mercury, or the falt, Unctuous fat, and liquor, 
whereof every body is compofed, and into which it is, by 
corruption of the corporeal harmony, again. refolved ; and 
the Mercury or liquor is foroften diverle and differently qua-. 
lified,as there are different fpecies of compound bodies, which 
fame variety of impregnation we are to conceive alfo of the 
othertwo, Szland Sa.phyr: All fpecifical proprieties,T fay, 
are derivatory from the phanfies of thefe forms, which in 
resard they are very corporeal, and deeply immerfed in the 
bofome of Elements, therefore are they called: Formal: and 
occult preprietics, out of.a grofs ignorance of the forms, 
which inanother (and introth more Philofophical) accepta- 
tion are Afagical effet s produced by the phanfie of the faid 
»rmi': but (we confefs) lefs noble, and more corporéal, yet 
abundantly fatisfactory to thofe ends, which, by the. pri 
mitive deftiny of their Creation, they resard. To this feries 
belongs the fubductive virtue of Cathartick or Purgative; the 
fomniferous faculty of Hypnatich or dormitive medicaments, 


cc. AES 
Befides thefe there are other nobler Propriéries, taking their 

original from the phanjte of the forms of the whole Compof- 

sm; and thele are diffnfed through and inherent in-the 
| R 3 whole: 
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whole Conpofitwm, by reafon of the Form of it; fach are 
the Magnetifm of the Loadftene , the virtue of Tinttures , 
and all {pecifical and appropriate Medicaments, which are 
occafioned by reafon either of the whole homogeneous mixture, 
or the particular form of fome integral part, but not of any 
Jingle orcdivided principle: füch as thefe are naturally inhe- 
rent inthe trunck, leaves, root, and fruit of plants, and not 
in any one of the three principles diacritically feparated from 
the compage or conjun&ure. . Thus alfo Antimony, while it 
remains in its primitive form, and native integrity, is en- 
riched with noble and excellent qualities, which it could ne- 
ver afpire unto in its folitary and divided principles. But 
thefe are alfo clofely enfhrowded in Corporeity; and there- 
fore the satura! magick lies covertly ambufcadoed and ob- 
fcure in them, and hath beenthought wholly attributary to 
Nature, by an unjuft and unadvifed diftin@ion of Nature 
from Zagick, oppofing the former à diametro to the latter, 
when in fober verity they are both one and fame, though 
commonly received under diftin&t appellations. Thus the 
éeaf of a rofe hath a diftin& virtue, which the ffem, or yellow 
tuft in the middle of the rofe hath not : and that virtue arifeth 
not to the leaf from the three Grand principles united, or 
any one of them paramont in the conjuncture;but immediate- 
ly refulteth from its Vital Form, which, when it is deftroyed, 
amitteth its primitive, and acquireth other Secondary virtues ; 
asin example, a grain of Corn in its primitive vitality sours 
eth,but when degraded from that firft life, it fractifies. Third- 
ly, there is another ALagical power proceeding from the phan- 
Jie of the life of the integral compofitum: and this is implanted 
in bruites and the exterior man ; which being fpiritual, is 
more abíolüte in foveraignty then the former, but yet not ad- 
vanced to the zenith or higheft pitch of energy, though fome- 
times by much excitation, and a ftrong phanfie introduced by 
a real entity, it afcend toa very great height of activity, and 
by a neer emulation rival the true Magick of the inward 
man. ‘Again, the Soul of every Braite enjoyeth a power of 
creating a real entity, ‘and of tranfmitting the fame, by the 
mandate of the si, to an object at very large diftance: of 
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this fort of magical bruites, are the Bafilisk, a dog, many 
fifhes defcribed by Olaus Magnus, ec. fuch alfo is the virtue 
inhabitant inthe blood of many Animals: and hence doth 
Holy writ deliver exprefly , that the Soul fojourns in the 
blood though extravenated, though decocted on the fire, 
yea, and (for ought can be alleaged to the contrary) though 
totally altered by corruption. Finally, there isalfo a AZagicil 
virtue as it were abjtratted from the body, whichis wrought. 
by the excitement of the izterior power of the foul: and from 
this arife moft potent procreations, moft noble impreffions, 
. and effects of fupreme vigor and efficacy. For (introth) Nz- 

- ture in moft of her operations playes the AZagician, and ats 

by the energy of her own phbazfre ; and fince this activity is by 

fo much the more potent, by how much the more fpiritual ; 
therefore is the term orappellative of Magick exactly analo- 

gous and concordant, 

OF all which gradually different /Pecies of magical virtue, 
there is hardly any one that ftands not in need of excitation, 
For that of the loweft Claffis requires excitement and edudi- 
on, by fome previous warmth, or gently fomenting heat, 
by which thereis educed a certain vapor, or /piritual eflevi- 
um, by reafon whereof the phanfe reftrained in a profound 
fleep, and drowfie inactivity, is awakened into action, and 
then begins a mediatory encounter between the corporeat 
fpirits, whichis of ALagueti/m, excited by a precedent touch. 
But that of the higheft Claffis, fuch as belongs to £raits and 
men, receives excitement from an intelettmal conception ; and 
that of the izmard man is not at all excited, unlefs by the 
Holy fpirit, and by his excellent gift, the Cabal; but sft of 
the ourward man, by ftrong imagination, by affiduous and in-. 
tenfe fpeculation, yea; and in Witches by Satan. But the »za- 
gick of the extravenated blood ( whetein the fou! hath taken 
up her quarters) which lies lurking onely in pstentia, is excited 
and invited into act, either by a more ftrong imagination ex- 
alted, conceive it of the magician making ule of the blood as. 
4 medinm, and fixing his newly accenfed: entity thereon; or 
conceive it by theafcendent phbazfie of the Armary maguenr,, 
the excitatrix of the proprieties latent in the blood ; or by-a 

previous: 
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previous deftination of the blood to corruption whereby the 
Elements are difpofed to feparation, and the Effences (which 
know. no corruption ) and the Effential phanfies, which lay 
obícured in the potentia of the proprieties, fally forth into 
action. 

The phanfie therefore of any fubject whatever hath ob- 
tained a ftrong and vigorous appetite to the fpirit of its pecu- 
' Jiar objet, in order to the locomotion, attraction, expulfion, 
or repulfion of it: nowinthis, and no where elfe, we ac- 
knowledg Magnetifm, as the natural magical. endowment of 
that fubje&t, conferred upon, and firmly implanted init, by 
the wife bounty of God. 

There is therefore a certain formal propriety fegregated 
and manifeftly. diftin&t from the Sympatherique and abflrufe 
qualities, in this particular relation: that the phazfe; which 
isthe motrix of thofe qualities, doth not dire@ly tend to 
the Locomotion, but onely the Alteration of the objed. 
And thus, though we grant, that every Magnetifm_ be either 
Sympathetical, or Antipathetical; yet notwithftanding the 
inverfion will fail, that every fympathy muft be Magne- 
tical. 

But we retire from our digreffion to the grand mark our 
intentions level at." By this time (I conceive) it is clearly un- 
derftood, that there refideth a phanfie and magical appetite, 
not onely in the b/ood, but even in the fuperfluous humors, 
meats, and excrements ; fince the various and numerous 
progeny of difeafes affordeth convictive manifeftoes of it. 
For pregnant women labor with an abíurd and ridiculous 
appetite to ftrange and unufual meats, and Cache&ical Vir- 
gins, by a naturalceftrum: or libidinous fury of the exorbi- 
tant womb, do with extraordinary celerity (though not with- 
out great inamcenity and palenefs) digeft what ever they long 
for : but indeed, not from reafon of (imilitude of fub- 
ftance, nor from any confanguinity of humane nature 
requiring that particular meat, their irregular appetite fo 
ravenoufly covets ; but feduced by the exor;gue phamfeof | 
the vitious humors, accumulated in the veffels of the womb, 
and reflagnated or belched up into the ftomach, which 

over- 
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over:maftering the true ard natural appetite, goadeth them 
to this abfurdity; by thevexpulfion of which noxious im- 
purities, we have frequently ;curéd. fuch perverfions and 
abfurd appetites ; or elfewe have mitigated and. compofed 
them; by permitting theirregular and frantick phanfie of fuch 
humors to fate it felf by fruition... In the 6/ood therefore there 
inhabiteth a peculiar phaz/fie, which in regard it is of more 
vigorous energy therein, then in other things, therefore doth 
Divine Hiffory, ina fingular and emphatique Elogy, call the. 
blood (though ftrongly decocted, .and ready cooked forthe 
table) the AZanfion of the foul.’ And in regard this phanfie of 
the //cod is capable of traduéttion, and may be devolved to 
pofterity ; for this reafonisit, that the manners, geftures, 
conditions, and genius of the Grandfather are revived and be- 
come refplendent in his iffue, long after the refolution of him 
into duft. Nobility took its firft rife from well-deferving 
Virtue - hence moft nobility be without juft merit, fufpected 
to be encreafed by che continued and fucceffive propagation 
of the family, unlefs the heroick inclinations and virtues of 
gallant opt Fh obfcured by mortality, might, with proba-. 
bility of hope, be expected to finde arefurrection, and fhine 
again in their late pofterity.. Again, doth not the enmity 
conceived betwixt the 7oo/f and fbeep remain firmly impreffed 
upon their pelts? Wherefore the phanfie of. an Animal, per- 
vicacioufly furviving death, isimpreffed not onely upon the 
blood : but alfo whoever fleeps under. the coverture of a 
blanket made of the skin of a Gulo or Glatten (a beaft of in- 
credible,becaufe infatiate,voracity,very commion in Swed/and) 
is forced continually to dream of feafting, hunger, voracity 
and the enfnaring of wilde beafts, according to the natural 
condition of that azizal, whileit was living : and thus,onely 
by an external coverlet, the phanjie of the beaft, which during 
life fojourned in the skin, is devolved and traduced untoa 
man, that fleeps beneath ity And thus alfo, by the miniftery of 
the Phanfie of the b/ood comes it to país, that the blood extra- 
venated, being received upon the fword or weapon, isintro- 
duced into the AZagnetichUnguent. For then the phanfie of 
the blood, before unactive and fomnolent, being by the vir- 
. $ tue 
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previous putrefaction, becomes: attractive, by the mediation 
of the mumy of. a dog, and really transfers that difeafe, 
which was before feated in the,phanfie and aftrality of the ex- 
crementitious impurities in the patient, into the.dog that 
devoursit ; forno other reafon, bur this, that the magnetifm 
cannot be advanced to perfection of operation , . without 
the interceffion of the balfam of the saguenr,. We have ob- 
ferved, . if. 1t happen that tbe. wounded party. hath received 
many wounds at once, that it fufficeth to have the. blood 
effufed out of any one of che wounds; and that by the fingle 
application of eat blood, all the other. wounds are cured 
together: becaufethat blood obferves a correfponderice and 
fympathetical concordance with the fpirit of the whole man, 
and from the fame educeth the offenfive extraneous. quality, 
communicated not onely to the lips of the wound, but alío 
to the whole body ; for from one wound: there ordinarily is 
kindled. an univerfa! fever throughout the whole body of 

man. Bv i dis di mua 
Hitherto haye.I fufpended the revealment of. a grand. my- 
fiery; namely, tobring it hometo the hand of reafon, thar 
inman there is enthroned a xJe energy, whereby he is en- 
dowed, with a capacity: to.actiextra fe, without: and beyond 
the narrow. territories of himfelf, onely per sutzg, by his 
fingle beck, and by the natural magick of his phaxfc, and to 
tranfmit a fubtil and invifible virtue, a certain influence; that 
doth afterward fubfift and perfevere per fe, and operate: upon 
an object removed at very large diftance: by che difcovery 
of which fole myftery, all that we have hitherto treated, cor- 
cerning the deal entity, conveyed in: the arms of a fpiritual 
emanation, and fallying abroad to execute. the mandates of 
the will, concerning the magneri{m of all Creatures, proceed- 
ing as well from humane pbasfie, as from the native and pe- 
culiar phanjie of .every thing; and alfo concerning the magical 
{uperiority Of man over all otherfublunary bodies;will receive 
illuftration, and fhine bright,in the eye of our underftanding. 
lisa meridian truth, tóo clear to'be eclipfed by controverfie, 
that of fteel there may be made-a needle, which invigorated 
by the confri@ion of a loadftone, doth point out the pole to 
S Seamen : 
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Seamen: but in vain isthe fteel hammered into a needle, and 
placed at free range in the navigatory Compafs, to level at 
the'north Star, unlefs there hath preceded a fit and requifite 
affriction of the loadftone. Which affertions fince they found 
loud enough to pierce the ears of the deafeftincredulity, it 
remains convenient, that we frame and qualifie a Mariners 
needle, /olo untu, onely by the maguetifm of Out phanfie, and 
magick of z»tzition. On the-arivil therefore, whereon the 
fteel is hammered into’ a figure of a needle, let the north 
point:be chalked out, and that ina ftrait line: then ftand 
you, when you play the Vulcan, with your back to the north, 
that fo when the ftee! is beating under the hammer; you may 
draw it out into a needle towards your felf and the north: 
Tfay therefore, that fuch a needle, thus'pofitienally and iwra- 
itively framed, will acquire a vigorous po/arity,and pun@ually 
obferve the north Star, without any forein. impregnation or 
magnetical infufion, ‘and indeed without any variation, to 
which the ordinary needles invigorated by the loadftone are 
fubject, which carries with ita very great myftery. Moreover 
that needle, whichis made upon the forefaid line, by chance, 
and without the browlede or intention of the Fabricator, con- 
tinues bare fteel, devoid of all verticity, and directs not to the 
pole. Hence is it a natural Confequence, that theimagination 
of the Fabricator, inthe very moment of the needles nativity, 
when the glowing heat of the fire is fomewhat abated,and the 
{teel but obfcurely red, doth imprefs this maginetical faculty 
into the fteel needle, as a convenient and appropriate fubject, 
Not that the celeftial orbs do, in that pundtilio of time, in- 
tufe the verticity ; for then it would defcend and be impreffed 
upon the fteel, without the intention, confent or obfervance 
of the fmith ; which cannot fatisfie experience’: for if the 
Stars did tranfmit their influence at fome certain hour, and in 
fome determinate pofition, then might the Charaéteriftical 
and figillar] fcience of the celeftial orbs "be allowed to put on 
triumphant wreaths, which we pafs by." ^ 9 9. | 
“But that Con/tedation which defcends. upon the fteel (and 
it may be upon every magical image and feal) i$ derived 
from the J4icrecofmical Heaven, that is, from our own 
: Olympus: 
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Olympus: vain and unfuccefsful therefore have been thofe 
Magical feals and pentacles, which were not framed and con- 
‘figurated by the magician in an high ecffafie and exaltation of 
his phanfie: for all inferior £ stities and Phanfies are com- 
elied to do homage tothe tranfcendent magick of ours; by 
which prerogative Sapiens dominabitur afl vis, a wifeman fall 
regulate and countermand the influence of the Stars, to the 
dominion of whofe fceptre the Parent of Nature hath fubject- 
‘ed whatever is contained in the vaft Amphitheatre of Heaven. 
What we have here alleaged concerning the phav/ie impref- 
fing a verticity upon thefteel, as we have learned from the 
authentick teftimony of many judicious pens, and from our 
own frequent expeflence : fo may it be confirmed ten thou- 
fand times to the obfervation of any whofe cutiofity fhall en- 
cline him’ to the eafie trouble of the experiment. Thus the 
Jeaves of Afarum, and the tops of Elder, fubmit and conform 
‘unto the phanfie of the decerptor, who impreffeth upon the 
“plant; and the plant upon the leaves a magnetical virtue, 
which iri operation. fhall juftly tefpond to the pofition.of the 
«hand that gathered them: when otherwife, the leaf being 
decoéted: (as the needle heat again in the fire). and given ina 
potion, the virtue of the phanfie impreffed upon it would of 
neceffity perifh, if the AMagneti(m were not cherifhed:.and 
maintained from the integral plant. That the blood of; any 
Animal deco&ted and ready cooked for the trencher,doth yet 
contain the fos of that 4 »imal,is true : but that virtue doth 
not depend upon the impreffion of. bamane and forein phanfie, 
but arifeth immediately from the proper endowment of its 
own phanfie. By the fame reafon alfo doth a dart cthruft 
through the heart of a horfe, killed by the éxecrable magick 
of 3 witch, binde up and hold captive the vital fpirit of that 
witch, and twifteth it together. with the mumial (pirit of the 
horfe, that fo both may be torrified together, and by chat tor- 
“ment, as by a fharp soad, the witch may be driven to betray 
herfelf: and that at length, by the juftice of the magiftrate, 
the bafe mifcreant, deteftable to God, and pernicious to man, 
may be eternally exiled from the converfation of mortals,and 


cut off, aecording to the Law of God. Forif the operation be 
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determined to any external objet?, the magical foul doth never 
attempt it without a convenient medium: and for this reafon 
fhe makes ufe of the dart or nail transfixed through the 
heart. | | | | 
Now this pofition, that man is endowed with a power of 
ating, per uxtum, or moving any obje&t at remote diftance, 
being proved by convi&tive evidence: it is alfo fufficiently con- 
firmed, by the fame natural example, that this tranfcendent 
energy was conferred upon him by the wife indulgence of his 
Creator ; and therefore, by thé Charterof his Nature, doth 
juftly belong unto him. Their conje@ure hath ever had a 
ftrong hautgouft of abfurdity, who have hitherto conceived, 
that Satan hath moved, altered, and tranfported any thing, 
and really applied Adives to Paffives in locomotion,onely pe 
nutam; while they have taken for granted, that che Devil 
was the firft and grand AZoror inthe forementioned motions, 
that by thofe corporeal extremities requifite to contaction, he 
could violently {natch away, tranfmit, or any way move, at 
leaft an aérea! body (which they fondly imagine) though 
deftitute of afoul. Abfurd, I fay, isit to believe, that Sarzn 
fince his exile from the prefence (I mean , the merciful 
influence) of Divinity, and fall from the glory of his own 
effence, doth ftill retain a macical dignity, whereby he can 
really ac upon any natural fubje@, and produce what effea 
foever he pleafe; onely by intuition, becaufe in the Primitive 
excellence of his once Angelical nature, he received fuch an 
endowment: but thatthe fame prerogative was taken from, 
and ever (ince denied unto man, and given to the Devil, the 
moft vile and defpicable of Creatures: and that if there be 
any fuch-real effects performed by man,they are to be afcribed 
to a fervile compa with the devil. Open the eyes of your 
reafon : for Satan hath hitherto proudly triumphed in your 
fo great and fo dangerous er ts with fo high content, as 
if you had made his altars fmoke with the grateful incenfe of 
glory and dignity, and develted your felf of your own native 
prerogative, pulled out your own: eyes, and offered them in 
facrificeto him. | 

We have faid, that every magical virtue doth lie dormant, 

| and 
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and want excitation : which holds perpetually true; if the 
object, upon which the energy is difcharged, be notneerly 
difpofed and ualified to admit it,if the phanfie of it doth not 
promptly conform unto the impreffion of the Ageur, or alfo 
if the Patient be equal in ftrength, or fuperior tothe gear. 
But onthe contrary,where the object is conveniently proxim- 
ly, and obediently qualified to entertain the magical influx, 
as fteel is to receive the magnetical infufion of a loadftone " 
or plainly weak, and confcious to it felf (as arethe homicide, 
adulterer, theif, and witch) there the patient, without much 
excitation, the fole phanfie of the outward man being deduced 
into a&ion and adliged to any convenient medinm,at the firft 
affault furrenders its felf, and obeys theMagnetifm, I fay, 
the magician ever makes ufe of a medium : for thus, unlefs 
4 pregnant woman hath extended her hand to her own thigh, 
forehead, or buttocks, the infant im her womb fhall. never 
be ftigmatized in his thigh, forehead, orbuttocks. Thus do 
the words or forms of Sacraments ever operate: becaufe ex 
epere operato, fróm the work performed. But why exorci/ms. 
0 fot alway fücceed in their operations; the defe&tis not in 
God, but onely becaufe the unexalted and dully-excited minde 
of the Exorcif? doth blunt the edg of the Charm, and render 
the words invalid and ineffectual.. For which reafon, no 
man can bea happy and pérfe& Exorcif?, but he, who-hath 
learned the art to excite the A4acick of his own phanfes. 
or by practife cam do it ecZaticay , without that know- 
ae be you fay, that out Armary ungwent acquires mo. 
ether magnetical virtue, then that which redounds to it from 
the phanjie of him that compounds it : you aremiftakenHow- 
ever, fhould we allow you that error fortruth, your cauíe 
could receive no fupport or advantage thereby ;fince then. you 
would implicitely confefs the effect not to be-afcribed to: 
Satan, So the Unguent would not be magnetical from any 
innate and natural phanfie peculiar to it felf,, but front 4n: 
external adventitious infpiration, namely the phazfre of the

CM] De) which Paracel/ws vainly imagined to himfelf, of 
tar rey the conftitution of Tartar in all aliment, for 
<j the difcovery of the caufes of moft chronick 
4 difeafes; and thatthe folly of that fiction may 

be more. clearly demonftrated , 1 have thought good, to 
premife an Enquiry igto tbe original of Tartar in Wine : Since 
from thence (according to the new belief of vulgarity) moft 
difeafes derive theinCau/es, and borrow their Appellations. 
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The Cantabi (now Bifcons) natives of a Province in Spain, 
before their converfation with the Hollander, in a voyage for 
the fifhing of Whales, being on the coafts of Groenland 
(which Modern Travellers conceive loft) among the vaft 
Quickfands, called Aralaye, furprifed by intenfe cold, had 
their decocted Wines, of themfelves generous and excellent, 
frozen to Ice, Inftructed by this exigent, they beat off their 
hoops from their veffels, and expofed, to the openaér, the 
naked conglaciated Wines ; with defign, that the refidue of 
Liquor might be totally frozen: This accordingly fucceed- 
ing, they boared the Ice, and at the Centre of it found 2 
clear, tranfparent Liquor, of the colour of an Amethyft, be- 
ing the pure fpirit of Wine, a fiery and vital effence, un- 
capable of conglaciation. This difcovery taught them under- 
ftanding ; forthey drank the Ice, melted-at the fire, reftoring 
to it a {mall quantity of this effential vital Ne@ar. The ftory 
is introduced for this end, that hence it may beobferved, 
T hat the (pirit of Wine, by a natural tendency, flies from cold, 
as from his proper enemy ; and gently witbdrayes it felf, from its 
former manfion, into the Centre of the Wine. But on the con- 
trary, Wines are therefore expofed to the heat of the Sun, 
that they may grow Acide, and the {piri exhaling, leaves be- 
hinde it a flat, cadaverous fubftance, devoid of fpirit and life, 
which is Vineger. But fince it is far more noble and ufeful, 
that the fpirit of Wine fhould retreat into the Cen tre, then 
perifh by exhalation; therefore hath neceffity, for the con- 
fervation of Wines, hinted the invention of cold , deep 
Cellers. The 4ufrian Wines, ftill operating on themfelves- 
byanunceffant, tumultuous heat of Fermentation, are, for 
the moft part, grofs and vifcid. For which reafon, thie-Cellers 
at Vienna are ordinarily digged to no lefs then 4 hundted 
foot in depth. The Spanifh Wines alfo, would fufferthe 
fame. reftlefs ebullition, and conflit betwixt their Hetero- 
geneities, were they not prevented by the admixture of a 
Lime, which the Spaniard calls Hiefco, at the very inftant of 
their flowing from the Wine Prefs. Whence refults it a cledr 
and unqueftionable ‘truth, that the {pirit.of Wine, in cold 
Cellers,, retreating from its adverfary, cold; returns to the 


heart.

heart of the Liquor, astoa fafe refuge, and there conceals it 
Jel£, ^ Wine, therefore, in the cortex, or outward circum- 
ference of it felf, is lefs generous, as having fewer fpirits, 
then inthe middle, or inmoft retiringroom. ‘Hence it is a 
neceffaty confequent, that as, by reafon of the exhalation of 
fpirits, Wines fet in the Sun, grow acide, and phlegmatick ; 
fo alfo, proportionably, the exterior Cortex of Wine in a 
cold Celler, muft be more acide, then the Céhtrals. “And 
thus, when the mufts of Wines are frefhly brought in from 
the Prefs, lodged in Store-houfes, and have fuffered Fermén- 
tatien, the fpirit by and by flying from cold, concentres it 
{elf ; and therefore the fuperficies of Wine, having already 
entred fome degree of “Acidity, immediately begins to ope- 
rate on the dregs, floating on the yet troubled and unclarified 
mafs of Liquor. For an abfolute impoffibility it is, that there 
can be any the leaft Acidity ; which having once met with a 
proportionate object, does not immediately begin to operate 
onit, This really # the Law, and unavoidable neceffity of Na 
rural. By example. Vineger, how flat and weak foever, 
having once touched upon the ftone: concreted in the head of 
a Cteafifh, vulgarly (but erroneoufly) called Crabs eye, can 
by no means contain it felf, but muft immediately act, to 
the diffolution of it, and refolve it into a clear, diaphanous 
Liquor. “The Acidity of Wine, having once fated it felf on 
the dregs, and {pent much of its activity, by degrees, inclines 
itfelf to: coagulation. But coagulate it cannot, without a 
confpiracy with, and affiftance from the Fracid Odor of the 
veffel, impregnate with a fpirit, or power of Fermentation ;. 
whereby it may, in fome meafure, admit: of putrefaction. 
And for this onely reafon, is the Coagulation made at the 
fides of the veffel, to which it affixes it felf; according to 
that familiar Chymick, Axiome : Omnis [piritus diffolvens ;. 
eádem aliene quà corpora diffolvit, coagulatur : Every di[fol- 
vent [pirit is it felf coagulated, in the [ame attion wherein it 
diffolwes other concreted bodies. ‘The moreacide Wine, there- 
fore, in the extremities of itfelf, diffolves the dregs ; and 
at the fame inftant, the acide diffolvent fpirit is coagulated, 
together with the newly diffolved faces, and {oon applies it 
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felf to the neereft (ide, or concaveof the veffel. And this, 
left both (the diffolyent and diffolved) might not be hindred 
from coagulating; but on one fide; at leaft, they might not 
7. be invironed by Liquor: And thus, by. this progrefs. and 
| : fucceffion of natural motions, there is affixed a new pro- 
| duction of Coagulation, Tartar.  Obfetve alfo, that before 
n the compleat a@ of Coagulation, there is no exiftent Coagu- 
[^ latum ; and therefore the acide fpirit in the verge of the mafs 
of Wine, having newly diffolved the dregs, in a moment, 
before the act of coagulation finitht, feazes on the veffcl, and: 
by a Cement, or glue, native and proper to it felf, there fixes, 
and conftantly adheres. Otherwife depreffed by gravity, it 
would immediately fink to the bottom. And this new Entity, 
thus coagulated , is the Tartar of Wine ; Of which our 
Difcourfe, . 

That thefe are fober, folid truths,we have clear and demon- 
ftrable evidence from Vineger it felf. For Wine infolated to 
a calefaction of the veffel, may produce Tartar ; but Vineger 
| never. And yet Wine and Vineger are one and the fame 
Vs matter, differing onely in thofe qualifications, heat and cold ; 
a in.the former, indeed, with Tartar , in the fatter with- 
out it, 

From the premiffes there breaks forth a confiderable truth ; 
that ourforementioned _Axiome, by Chymicks concluded of 
BUE eternal verity, grofly fails in that it makes che diffolution of 

m any concreted body, to be done in the inftant. of time, and 
numerical action, with the coagulation of the Ípirit diffol- 
vent, Forif there intervened not, iri fome fhort interval of 
tme, a diverfity, and fucceffion of motions, the Coagulation 
could .not. foder it felf to the circumambient planks of the 
veflel, as is there affufed by liquefaction ; but would of ne- 
ceffity, if it were coagulated at the inftant of diffolution, fink 
down to the loweft region, inthe form of a fimple coagula- 
tion, and not cement it felf to the walls of the hogfhead. But 
on.the other fide, inthe bottom, the peculiar region of the 

| io, Lees, there is never found any Tartar. Herealío accurs to 

| M our ferious confideration, a fecond and more Weighty verity : 

| that the Analogy, or refemblance, which the vulgarity of 
| | Phyficians 
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Phyficians conceives, betwixt the 7 arta» in Wine, and thofe 
oreter-natural Coagularions in the body of man, is erroneous, 
vain, and altogether impertinent; and therefore the name, 
hiftory, manner and end of Coagulation of Tartar in Wine, 
are foolifhiy and unfitly accommodated to the caufes of 
difedfes. All which I fhall demonftrate to ample fatisfaction, 
when I come to difcover that grand and popular delufion of 
the Exiffence of Tartar in our meat and drink, Allowing. to 
Wine onely a fertility of Tartar. For that we acknowledg to: 
be no Alien, no fon of an exotick mother, from the concur- 
rence: of. forein: principles, intruded into Wine, having its. 
production contrary to, or befides the ordinary and imple 
nature of Wines: neither owing its original to the adjuncts 
of the primitive AZaledittion delivered in Paradife, by divine 
providence, for the expiation of thofe Crimes committed by 
man, in che heat and diftradion of Wine. Again, neither is 
the Tartar of Wine ever coagulated by any originary activity, 
of power of coagulation.; proper to its own nature (though 
Paracelfus dteamt fo :) but then undergoes Coagmentation, 
when the citcumferential Acidity of the Wine, hath newly 
exhaufted much of its Energy, and wafted it felf, by a pro- 
fufe operation onthe dregs. That is, the Adive being fwal- 
lowed up inthe embraces of the Paffive: the Acide fpirit im-- 
bibed; and fubdued to obedience, by the frefhly diffolved 
Fare; ; then, and not ull then, contrives and fets about the 
a&t of. Coagulation, not with defign or power to makéa real, . 
true ftone, but a counterfeit, fuch as-afterwards may be again. 
diffolved in hot.water, as an A4cide./4/r inliquor, which for 
that reafon, the vulgar call, Cremor Tartari. AM which do 
very iH correfpond with thofe preter-natural Coagulations in 
the bodies of men: and yet they ate, in a drunken fiction of: 
Paracelfus, by an imaginary analogy of effence and identity 
With Zarrar, inall meat and drink, grofly obtruded on the 
faith of vulgar Phyficians, wholly over-run by that epidemick, 
lazy, evil, :fabfeription- Here alfo. we-arefallen ona third: 
Magnale ot Violéntum. That-Tartar ds not an excrement of 
Wine, unlefs on-one part, which is the dregs diffolved :- which. 
truly Paracel(us was not. ignorant of , who parce a 
equentivs 
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frequently extol the Medicinal faculties of Tartar, far above. 
thote of Wine it felf, as inheriting many more and nobler en- 
dowments, Wherefore he very abfurdly refers Tartar of 
Wine, by an identity of effence, and formation, to the fame: 
Claflis of Entities, with thofe folid Concretions in difeafed 
bodies ; which yet, in many other places, himfelf concludes 
to bea meer excrement, yea, the forrowful fruit of that curfe 
of the Earth; pronounced by God, in Paradife, Bryers and 

thorns foalt thou bring forth, and calls, Ens Cacedonium, in 

puro {aphyrico entererum« The Tartar of Wine therefore, and 

that which iserected in the Schools, for the material caufe, 
and foundation of moft Chronick difeafes, if any fuch were 
inreality of Entity, can keep no concord in their Original 
Forms, even according to the doctrine of Paracel/us himfel£, 
if we accept theformer, as a preternatural production, di- 
rected, by the deftiny of its being, to the generating difeafes, 
as to its proper end. And thus alfo, hath he moft impertinent- 
ly, andat beft, but by the favor of a Metaphor, reduced the 
caufes of difeafesto Tartar: Since they no way agree, either 
in their matter, efficient, manner, or caufe of Coagulation, in 
the term of the Coagulatum, Object, or Originals. . For nei- 
ther gravel, northe ftone is capable of diffolution in boiling 
water; asthe Tartarof Wineis. This ufurpation therefore, 
of name and propriety, is wholly metaphorical, rafh, and fri- 
volous; and an affertion tacitely injurious to divine wifdom 
and providence, by polluting the purity of all fublunary crea- 
tures, with the bold imputation of a Curfe, asif in the to- 
tality of theirnatures, they were nothing but Compolitions, 
amaffed out of the feeds of Tartar. And to fo higha pitch of 
impudence hath this error flown, that men dare imagine 
Tartar in the very marrow of Animals; which yet they allow 
incoagulable, nor did ever Paracel/us finde any where, but in 

his own wilde imagination. And fo the refult of allis, that 

he falls upon a manifeft contradiGion, making Tartar to be 
no Tartar, that is nop Pie of Coagulation: fo that, 
not onely every coagulable and folid body , but alfo every 
liquid fubftance, that is every created nature, fubje&t to the 
influence of the lower orbs, would be nothing but dats, by 

ivine 
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divine Vengeance. deftined to the pünifhment of the firft fin. 
Nofooner hath the AZu/t fuffered Fermentation, parted with 
its former fweetnefs, and -affumed. the perfection and digni- 
ties of Wine; but the whole Mafsof»Terrenity, the Lees, falls 
to the bottom of the veffel ; and then begins the new made 
Acidity of the Wine, in the circumference, to execute its 
power diffolutive, .on the earthly refidence. in the bot- 
tome. . i Pees . ba 
For the more effential portion of the Wine; - the fpirituat 
Nectar, by a gentle and gradual concentration, | crowding in- 
to the middle, forfakes the protection of the fuperficial round 
of theLiquor: This done, and the extremity, of the Wine 
thus deftitute of Vitality and radical heat, foon growsacide, 
and not meeting with any fit obje&t.neer it, ‘whereon to dif 
charge its activity, but onely thedregs in the. loweft region 
of the Wine, immediately affaults them, and-by degrees 
diffolves them : And thus the Acidity is both confirmed and 
inlarged. : nd 
But fince every Acidum, by. reafon of its corroding Energy, 
doth operate in a perpetual Ebullition: hence isit, that that 
-Acidity, which had dived tothe bottom, when it hath opera- 
ted on the Lees, doth reafcend from thence, and fix it felt ina 
‘higher manfion, the circumftance of the veffel.,, And forthis 
scaufe; is the generation of Tartar done, by fucceffive, gradnal, 
and [low motions... For the fame reafon. alfo cannot Tartar be 
concreted and affixed to the bottom; hindered, by that'in- 
quietude, and tumultuation of perpetual Ebullition. Hence 
is it, that rich and generous Wines, being not eafily {ubject to 
this deftitution of fpirits, unlefs on an affault of 3ntenfe cold, 
do not foon grow acide, nor yeeld any confiderable quantity 
of Tartar. | | | 
But old Rhenifh Wines eafily pall; grow fick, and loofe 
their grateful: and Vigorous'tafte ; in regard: their activity of 
eagerne(s is, for the/moft part, devoured: by their Lees ;; and 
yet they continue wholfom and friendly. to; the ftomach, in 
that their fpirits are not exliauftéd! to:ariequal. proportion of 
their dregsand acidity.- But red French Wines,unlefs nourifht 
by their Lees, Cxilich for this effect, Vintners call, the 
"T f ; b i ! é 
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Mother, or Nurfe of Claret) diffolve their own Tin@ure, 
continually preying on it by theirfubtilty and eagernefs. And 
- this is the caufe, why Claret Wines, if not very rich, and ex- 
cellently vigorous, at the age of two yeers grow pale and dif 
coloured, For the Tindture of Wines, is a fubftance fami- 
liarly fubje&to feparation. But ftrong, generous, and fpiri- 
tnalred Wines, in that they more flowly grow acide, hold 
good to the age of da yeers. On the contrary, fmall. 
White Wines, if not fequeftred from their Lees, in fhort time, 
grow flat and cadaverous. For their Lees drawn off, their. 
Acidity wanting a proportionate matter, to imploy its corro- 
five faculty upon; the Wine continues good, fprightful, firm, . 
and'in its primitive integrity. From thefé: experiments; we 
naturally collec, Thar T'artar, in the acception of its entire : 
nature, 7s o longer either Wine, or the dregs of Wine; but a 
Neutral, er third Natare, vefulting from the conjuntlion, and 
coéfficiency of both, That this is thus, is demonftrable from 
the Mechanick experiment, that a greater quantity of -Z arta 
may: be diffolved in ten ounces. of Rain water, then intwo 
hundted of Wine, though never fo much ftirred in boyling. 
The reafon belongs to the Acidity of Wine to which.the Tat-- 
vár ows its Coagulation. | 

To conclude ;- fix ounces of. the fale of Zurtar, will dif= 
folvefeven ounces of crude Tartar ;. becaufe the Lixivium; or 
Lee-of that Salt imbibes and fucks up the Acidity of Tartar. 
"That Tartar contifts of the Lees of Wine, and.not Wine one- - 
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Now fince Tartar hath its originary principles and nativi- 
ty, no where but in Wines, grown lightly Acide, by ade- 
fertion of fpirits, flying from circumftant cold,to the Centrals 
of the Liquor: Hencelet che fo much illuminated ( that is 
infatuated) Difciples of Paraced/us be inftru&ted, how ill the 
fpeculation of Tartar does quadrate, even with thofe difeafes, 
for whofe fake chiefly it was firft invented and embraced. 
For plain it is, the {tone concreted in the body of man, can 
never be diffolved in boyling water; as Tartar commonly is. 
For which confideration, Zartar is more juftly to be lifted in 
the number of Salts, or Juices coagulated by Salt, thea of 
Stones: e diametro, contrary to the doctrine of Paracel/us, 
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Helmont’s Vifion of the Soul,.

S lídom begins at the Fear. of God ; and the Fear of 

God. begins at the meditation of death, and eternal 

life. But the esd of wi/dom many conceive, with 

the Stoicks , to be the knowledg of a' mans felf; 

but Taccount the ultimate end of wifdom, and the Crown of 
the whole courfe of our life, Charity, which alone will 
faithfully accompany us, when all other things fhall have de- 
ferted us... And although felf-cognition, in our opinion, be 
onely a sedis to the fear of Gods yet from that, muft our 
Tractate concerning long life; affume its be inning ; in this 
relation, thatthe cognition of life prefuppofeth the cognition 
of the Sox/, fince the life and foul (which we have more then 
once intimated) ate Synonymaes, Tis of Faith, that maz 
was created, of nothing, after the Image of God, into a 
living Creature ; and that his minde fhall never perifh; while, 
in the mean time, the $oz/s of Braits fuffer annihilation; fo 
foon as they. ceafe to live. The weighty’ reafons of which 
difference I have declared, in my difcourfe of the Original of 
Forms.. But hitherto is it not manifefted, beyond diping 
wherein thatfimilitude of Man with God, our Archtype, or 
prime exemplar, dothconfift, For in the Soul alone, many 
determine this majeftick Pourtraicture. T fhall deliver what I 
«conceive ; yet under an humble proteftation and fubjection 
to 
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to thecenfure of the Church. Thus it is. The Original of 
Forms being, in fome degree of comprehenfion ,’ already 
knowh; it is juft we make a grand enquiry concerning the 
Minde of Man.

A second, which indeed doth admit of gods ; but fuch as 
are incurious of our condition here below, and idle contemn- 
ers of the trifling affairs of Mortals. (5:7): 4 rbird, which 
although it beleeve, that there ate gods, and fuch as are both 
- knowing and obfervant of. the {malleft ‘occurences in the 
World; yet imagineth them fo exceeding merciful that the 
are flexile, by the finger of the weakeft prayer. And this kinde 
is moft frequent among Chriftians, and even fach, who pro- 
fefs themfelves the moft perfe& in our days: andon this: 
prefumption, they dare any thing, and beleeve Religion tobe: 
no more but anenigine of mature policy, «to €oerce the peo- 
ple, with the terror of Laws, the obligation of Faitb, and 
the penalty of Hell. Forthefe impofe heavy burthenson the - 
fhoulders of others, which themfelves touch not with one of - 
theirfingers; drain the purfes of their difciples, proftitute 
Heaven for money todyingmen, and'continüally intrude - 
themfelves into fecular affairs, in regard they opinion; that 
Religion cannot fübfift without Stare-policy. My higheft with : 
fhould be, that they had once, though but.in a moment, . 
tafted what itis to underftand izrelle&ually;that fo they might 
perceive fenfibly, a8 it were by the touch; the immortafity of 
the Minde, Iconfefs, Thave not invented rules, ora method, 
whereby I might beable to ifluftrate ‘the intelle® of another 
man, T proteft therefore juftly, that-fuch who ever ftudy, . 
making difquifitions concerning truth, but can never En : 
T thé 
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theknowledgof it, in refpect, being puffed up with Learn- 
iig, they have no Charity, do fofter fecret Atheifm. | But 
this one myftery I have learned , That the minde doth not at 
all underftand by the mediation of the Phazfe, nor by figures 
and images ; unlefs the miferable, and afflicting difcourfe of 
Reafon be annexed; but when the Soz/.comprehends her 
own nature, Reafon falls off from her , and the image of her 
felf fails her; by which fhe might reprefent herfelf to her 
felf: therefore the Sow/ can; by no means, apprehend her 
felf by the difcourfe of Reafon, nor by Images. For after that 
I had known, that the verity of an Effeace , and the verity of 
the JnteHect were one and the fame: I certainly knew that 
the izte//e&f was a certain immortal Entity, far removed from 
all frail and perifhablethings. The Soul, indeéd, is not per- 
ceived ; yet we firmly beleeve her to dwell within us, not to 
be idle, not to be weary, nor afflicted with difeafes. Therefore 
fleep, madne[s, and ebriety, are not fymptomes of the zwmortal 
foul faffering exorbitancy ; but the attendants of Jife and 
onely paflions of the fezfitzve Faculty ; (ince bruits alfo fre- 
quently endure the fame paffions.. For juftit is that the zz- 
mortal Being owe thefe difturbances to her adligement to ca- 
duce and mortal things. For as the minde inhabiteth within 
us, and yet. is not perceived by us: So neither are her con- 
unual and uninterrupted operations fubject to. fenfation ; 
becaufe if they were fenfible, verily they could not have been 
fpiritual and meerly. abftra&ed. And although it appear to 
“us, that we underftand nothing by the total fequeftration and 
abftraction of. difcourfes from all things corporeal, which can 
fall under the comprehenfion of our fenfe, minde, and intel- 
Ae& ; and that inthe very beginnings of our Contemplations : 
yet really, the 5os/ doth, all that while, a& by her own in- 
 fenfible. way, and by an. efficacy wholly fpiritzal :- which-I 
-thusunderftood. . The penitentiary very often doth not fenfi- 
: bly perceive the effects of. his contrition, and with groans de- 
ploreth that his infenfility .: -yet being asked whether he 
would willingly.commit a fin, would pérchanceanfwer, that 
he had much rather die. Infenfible therefore is the operation 
of the foul in penitence and confeffion, being the fupernatural 
ifa ^ | effect 
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effet of Faith: becaufe the intellectual actions are derived 
from a higher principle, and are clients of amore neble and 
indefinent Magiftracy. And on this ground AZy tical Divines 
lay their Doctrine, That the foul doth more effectually ope- 
rate, and in her operations more benefit her felf, in fasth 
alone, without difcourfe and cogitation; then he who pray- 
eth in a multitude of words , and by tedious difcourfes ex- 
citeth compundtion in himfelf. But happy he, who hath ob- 
tained that excellent endowment, to perceive thefe infenfile 
operations-of the foul and by fecret emanation to reflect them 
upon the operations and powers.of the /esfitive Soni; fince 
fuch frequently leave their impreffes: upon the whole after 
life; and excite the memory, in faitb-operating together with 
race, forthe future. — /^ - vw. | i 
The Libertines of Chriflsanity , and Atheif-s of the firft 
Claffis deride this Article of our Creed,asif the Image of God, 
in uswere onely imaginary, and it a-meertraditional fiction

other Atheifts of che fecond:and third: fort beleeve, not onely

picture, conftantly maintain their fpecies.. And although 
the minde of man, if we relate to its original, far tranfcend the — 
Lawsof Nature; yet by the fame method or way, whereby 
it firftentred the portal of Nature, was incorporated and af- 
fociated to her, itis conftrained to progrefs in traduction, and 
is conftantly adliged tothe obfervance of her rules and pre- 
fcriptions ; in this refpe@, That the progref* and end of vital 
Generations 15 always univocal, 

Nor otherwife could it want many and grofs abfürdities, 
that fo excellent an operation, as is the generation of man, 
fhould'be performed without the confent and cooperation of 
the Soul. Which if it be thus, it isalfo of inevitable neceffi- 
ty, that the foecundity be given to the feed by the Soul, by 
the communication of its higure, and other vital determina- 
tions requi fite to fpecification. Which verily doth not come 
to pafs otherwife, then by’ the figillation or engravement of 
the Soul upon the feed, whereby the matter of the feed doth 
obtain à requifite maturity and adumbrated figure: that at 
length it may acquire from the Creator the format light of life, 
or foul of its fpecies , Whofe fimilitude is exprefled in the 
figure. | | 

Moreover, 'we apprehend it as matter of Faith, that our 
foulis a fpiritual fubftance, that fhall never know annihilati- 
on: the fabrication of which fubftance out of nothing be- 
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fongeth to the Almighty God alone. Who fince he hath 
vouchfafed to adopt onely the foul of man to the Image of 
himfelf :: itappeárs alfo a genuine confequence, that the im- 
pienfe And ineffable God £s alfo of humane figure | and that by 
an argument drawn 4 pofferiors, if. arguments be of any vali- 
dity in this incomprehenfible fubject. Since the body is like 
wax, whereupon the impreflion of the image of the Soul. is 
imprinted: "büt the Soul hath her image and effential per- 
fection from him, “whofe ftamp or fimilitude fhe wears. But 
on confideration that the body of man doth frequently be- 
come fübje& to mutilation and monftrofity ; hence have moft 
Divines conceived that the glorious wage of the Deity is 
wholly confittent in the Rational Faculty : not at all confider- 
ing, that the reprefentative Divinity of mandoth ina more 
perfect and proxime relation corifift inthe Soul, and fo in the 
- Body formed after theexemplary character of theSoul ; nor 
perpending, that the Rational Faculty is but Handmaid and 
fubfervient to the Izre/le£*, no part at allof its effence, nor 
adliged to’ it by the infeparability of union, or identity + 
which We have to fatisfaction demonftrated iti our Treatife, of 
the Venation of Sciences. Now if any error be in the confirme 
tion of thé body, in the womb of the Conceptrix : that errór 
is not adfcriptive to any imperfection of the 7mage of God i 
but to the'ineapacity of the material principles, and other ex» 
ferhalicauifes, invading the Plajfick virtue of tlie feed; and 
pervérting ‘its exact delinention of the ‘parts. But the more 
Learned number of. Chriftians doth hold it of Faith, that che 
Soul doth proximly' exprefs ‘the Image: of the Trin-une God, 
if'thewatuecal fimpliciry of ber /ubfance , andthe Trinity of 
her Fachftiés; tlániely; the Pare l/ect, Will,and ALemory. Which | 
analogy ever founded, in the eats of my reafony fo ridiculous 
and empty as an old wives dream ; and improper to:make 
good the proxime, fingular, and excellent reflex of the God- 
headin'the Soul: fince the ceriny /»s4ge; doth inctade a (imi- 
fiewde of Bfence and Hive; and not onely bare parity of. 
numbers” Again, if the Soul; ‘itther (ub farce, feptefere the - 
thrice facred Deirys but the Jntellett, will, and Ademory: te- 
fled the. Trinicy of Perfoxs: neceffary-it is that we three : 
SR ud Aculties * 
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fáculties are not proprieties; ot accidents of the Soul; but the 
very univocal (ubftance of the minde; or elfe, that the pour- 
tracture doth ill quadrate and refpond to the Prototype, -or 
prime exemplar, whofe image itis beleeved to be. I confider- 
ed moreover, that not onely the minde of man, but even the 
whole man was framed after the Image of God ; -and that it 
was a bloody abfurdity to compare the perfons of the 7; rinity 
to the ALemory, or Will: (ince no: perfon of: the moft Holy 
Godhead, can in any latitude of refemblance, teprefent the 
will, nor the will the Perfon, none the Memory, or the ALe- 
mory none ; as alfo that no one,feparated from the other two, 
can hold any analogy to the Jute#eét. And then, thatthe 
three faculties of the Soul are ever accepted under the notion 
of Accidents : but, infooth, Accidents fall (hort ‘of. expref- 
fing the Image, in any:neerer relation,then.the.naked 77 ernary 
of 2ualificarions, heaped together upon the fubftance of the 
Soul, In which fenfe, the Soul doth exprefs the mage of God 
far lefs, then any the fmalleft piece of wood :, which y tetro- 
grade Axalyfis or refolution of it felf into its primitive En- 
tities, holdeth forth, Sal, Sulphure, and Mercury: and not 
onely (as the Minde in the forementioned fimilitude, credited 
by the vulgar) three diverfe propricries; ot a naked Ternary 
of accidents... For every Wood hath three feveral fubftances, 
comprifed under the unity, of the concretion, , diftin& in the 
fuppofed Effences of their principles; but concurring in the 
compofition of the whole, they make onely the fingle fub- 

ftance of Wood. | 
"T anlerus hath divided the Soul,not into three faculties, ‘but 
two diftin& parts, viz, the inferior: or outward, which by 
peculiarity of appellation he denominates the Soul ; and 
the Swperior or inward, which he entitleth the profundity 
of the Soul, or Spirit; in which he affirmeth the Image of 
God to be comprehended, fince therein is feated the King- 
dom of Heaven , and therefore the Devil can obtain no ac- 
cefs unto it... And to each of thefe:parts he. hath affigned 
everal a£» and preprieties mutually diftin& each from other. 
But-alas! this holy:man expungeth that fmple bomogenesty 
of the Soul , :wherein-fhe ought principally to exprefs the 
fimilitude 
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Ginilitude of the Deity : ‘or at leaft hath hitherto-denied the 


‘Image of God:to be propagated and diffufed through, ' not 


onely: the whole man, but eveni:through : the whole Sout 
Verily;the ears of my Faith arenoteafily opento:this Doctrige 
of the Duality of the immortal Soul; nor the alterity-of 
thofe two parts : efpecially when in her effence;the Soul ought 
to refemble the Image of the moft fimple Divine: Nature: T 
fhould much rather affent; that the minde of man doth carry 
the! refemblance of the moft immenfe Godhead, in the moft 
fimple unity, and indivifible Homogeneity of. [pirit,- undér the 
fymbol of immortality, of indiffolution, and ideutity, beyond all 
connexion or alterity. W herefore my affertion is,that the glo- 
rious Image of God is neither feparate, nor feparable from the 
Soul = but the very: minde isthe very Image of God, fully fo 
intimate to the Soul, as the Soulis to her felf,that'is,the Image 
of God 7 the Soul of the Souls effence : and for that reafon, that 
no fober head: can conceive or exprefs any: the leaftanalogy 
éeffential betwixt the fupream increatedi Eas, and the foul of 
ian: fince the nature of Divinity is wholly incomprehen- 
(ible,- and.the moft . fubtile thought can never finde;any cha- 
rater of identity and unity with God, impreffed upon the 
minde; whereon the fimilitude fhould be founded. Sufficient 
it is, that the mindeis a fpirit, dearly beloved of God, homo- 
geneous, ‘fimple, immortal, created. after the Image! of the 


Ammenfe:Deity; a fingle Ens, to whichideath can adde, and 


from which Death can detra& nothing thatis proper and ge- 
nial unto it in theeffence of its fimplicity« And in regard the 
Soul; in the primitive conftitution and deftination, of its ef- 
fence; is participant of :beatitude : therefore. is dammnation: fu- 


pervenient' to it by accident, befides:the otiginary decree.of

comprehendeth: all | things. . For. which reafon, - fhould, any 
Memory remain to.the Soul, after her flight from, Barth, it

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would of neceffity be not onely fruftraneous and ufelefs, but 
burdenfom : when it muft eclipfe her tranfcendent actual in- 
tellection. “And from Reminifcence muft arife the fame incon- 
venience ; fincethat can never be invitedinto a@, but by the 
circumambages and complex difcourfe of. Reafez ; and there- 
fore it poffeffeth no room in Eternity ; where in the full pro- 
{pect of verity, without being fubje& to declination, defati- 
gation or defect, the foul ftandeth exalted far above the necef- 
fity of Recognition, Theinference is, that the Soul muft be 
conftituted in beatitude (underftand,in her primitive deftina- 
tion) without the conjunction of the foreinentioned Ternary 
of Faculties ; and fo in that analogy cannot refemble the 
Image of the incomprehenfible Deity, for the fole reprefenta- 
tion whereof fhe was created. Yea, upon a more intimate 
fcrutiny, Ido not finde the Memory to beany fingular and 
diftin® power of the Soul: but onely the bare manner of 
recognition. For fuch, who have fhallow memories;to relieve 
this infirmity do, by the help of the imagination (Vicegerent 
to the sxrelleé?) contrive for themfelves an artificial memory, 
and that far more retentive: then otherwife their natural me- 
mofy could have been. 

Moreover, the 77;/- alfo-taketh an eternal farewel of the 
Soul in death: why, becaufe it is not effenrial, but. acci- 
dentally advenient to the Soul. Since Ged, fo foon as he had 
finithed his Creation of man; conftitured him in tlieabfolute 
power of his own Freewill; which 1n fober truth, accord- 
ing to my apprehenfion, doth ‘plainly import, that the will 
isnot, by any peculiar manner, effesriat totbe Soul, from the 
firftof her Creation: but onely annexed to her, by way of 
conceffion, Ot tru, as'a talent tothe hand of a:fervant,; to 
this end, that man might have*free power to choofé what-path 
beftliked'him, to unravel "his life'in.  Otherwife T deny not, 
bat in the whole fcere of things, there can be:no-one-more 
pernicious then a free'and unregutared will, -as being that 
onely, which introduceth: all. variance “and. idifcord betwixt 
God'and man. “This facwiry, therefore; mutt -be for ever-exiled 
fioi ‘the beatitude of Éreriiry - for the viberty of willing 
being'taken away, the wid icfelf doth alfo of meceffity perifh j 
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no longer remaining any occafion to »//.?.. And on thisbafis 
the Schoolmenfound their doctrine; that in Heaven the will es 
confirmed, or rather. wholly evacuated by death ; that is, the 
beatified Souls in Paradife, have no power to will, nor wid to 
will, but what is conform to the will of the bigef? ; and thofe 
who are compleat in Charity. and Glory, retain no power of 
willing any thing which isnot of Charity. ‘The Will there- 
fore expires, when the liberty of Volitionis diffolved ; and 
by fequel, the Will can be no effential, but temporary: and 
caduce power of the Soul ; fince it cannot be of ufe or ad- 
vantage to that Soul, which in the confummation of beati- 
tude and bigheft fruition, hath fuffered an utter evacuation 
of defireand hope :, when it can.no morebe deduced into adt, 
but muft be a bare optatior, which cannot. be admitted in the 
ftate of blifs, where isa full fatiety and abundant poffeffion 
of all defiderable good: Sufficient letitbeforus; by the 
power of Volition in this life, to thefaurize, or.make provifion 
for the lifeto.come: 0. vo. dissittio fiber 

Now after this tranfitory power of Volitian is abolithed, 
inthe next life there fpringeth up, and manifefteth it felf, a 
{ubftantial will, in no refpe& an alien ito the intedef and 
eflence of the minde ; and therefore:having a being abfolute- 
ly diftin& from the aceidental>and variable wit: :For as the 
Imagination is aliened in Phrenfies; diftracted in perturbations 
ofthe Animal Faculty ;and eternally fufpended at the difunion 
of the Soul and body: even fo is the power of. Free pill for 
ever abrogated by death. AndthusIcame to beleeve, thác 
the Image of God in. man is feated in tbe fpiritualfubftance 
of the, $oul;; and inot in othe ternary f its Faculties.. ina 
word, the Analogy ftands thus, «Gods an Ens increate, fingle, 
sncomprehenfible,cternal, infinite, omnipotent, good, a (upesfub- 
ffautial Light and Spirit. But the Som 15 aCreature, single, 
3ndiuifible, dependent, immortal, imple, andfromithe date of ‘her 
creation eternal, afubftance fpiritnaband lucidi: Finally incGod 
there can-be no;accidents : but alland.every oneof his rrr 
utes arethe very indiftin& andimoft ifimple effence. of the 
Divine Spirit: which Plato his Parmenides in {ome meafure 
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underftood: And fo the Soul, firice fhe ‘is the repréfentative 
of God, 'doth'alfoadmit'no accident in her nature: büt her 
whole fübftance/muft be a imple light, and the very intellect. 
For.as {moak afcending from flame, is in figure'arid matter the 
fame thing with flame: even fo rhe Soul is tbe naked, pure, and 
fimple intellect, and the luminous foadow of the increared light.

“And as the 
eye of our body cannot endure to gaze upon the exceflive

rapture, the intellect, will, and memory keep holiday, and are 
as it were loftiin a fomnolent inactivity’; the ardent a& of 
Love onely remaining vigorous and operative : ‘yet fo diftin& 
from the three former, that. it cannot fübfift without the ;a- 
tellett, and fubftantial will; fince, when the Soul. is totally 
homogeneous in her fubftance, fhe would plainly lofe that 
her abfolute fimplicity, if any one of the three could fubGt 
without effential dependance onthe other: Love therefore, 
while the other two proprieties continue bound up inan Ec- 
ftatical lumber, doth as it were afcend to the fuperficies : or 
rather, in terms of neerer fimilitude, theother two are as it 
were imbibed and overwhelmed inLove. Whilewe fojourn 
inthe Tents of Kedar, inthis vale of mifery ;Loveis elder then 
Defire'; becaufe it.is.a:paffion of the-A matory Faculty,which 
proceedeth from that fuppofitionality of the Soul: (which is 
true love indeed) and reprefenteth he idea.or refemblance of 
the corporeal Faculty: and hence is it, that all the affections 
are, by invincible propenfity, ‘rapt on toirregularity and‘con- 
fufion; But in the Citizens-of Wew ferulalem , this ‘Love 
knows no priority, or diftinction from Defire : ' neither is it 
a Faculty, nor Habit, nor Adof willing, nor fübfifteth with- 

out the. 7»telle&., r5 nf: 
And thus the Jwrellett- ss aformal Light, andi the Wery fub- 
tance of the Soul, -whofeCo nition ts perfettiby Gntaition, with- 
-ont:the help rt eyes, which difcerneth, willerh, and de freth, tithe 
snity of stifelf, whatever it comprdbeudetb. soitbi it Jeff, unk 
qudgerhby volition. Nor-doth it then'any'longer remember by 
a re- 
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a repetition of the fpecies,or image of the object once known ; 
nor iS it any more induced to the cognition of an Effence, by 
circumftances: but then becometh the onely and exact cog- 
nition of all intelligible objects, and the intuitive afpect,with- 
init felf, Yet fo, that it knows one obje& more prefentially 
then another, while the Intellect reflecteth it felf upon the 
Objects underftood, in the diftin& Unity of Verity : even as 
it frequently happens ithe artifical Memory, where that re- 
cordative memory isno diftin& a& from the inductive judg- 
ment of theintelle&. And will this not be more genial and 
proper to the minde, when once delivered fromthe tedious, 
turbulent, and complex way of underftanding by the imagi- 
nation? Nor can the ftability of thefe our affertions be 
fhaken by this objection, that frequently in exorbitances of 
the Brain,the AZemory doth perifh, and yet the 7udgmentr con- 
tinue firm and found ; and on the contrary,the 744dgmerr doth 
fuffer impairment and defolation, and yet the AZemory con- 
ferve itsintegrity and tenor, as many Drunkards perfectly 
remember all paffages as well before, as inand after their 
Wine : in regard thefe are. Heterogeneal Faculties of the 
feufitive Soul, feated in diftin& provinces of thebody, and 
fubject to intenfion and remiffion according to the exact and 
irregular temperament of the Organs. And to tvanimate 
Creatures alfc, according to our obfervation, there undenia- 
bly belongeth a kinde of imriperfe& and obfcure cognition oF 
their particular objects: as alfo a blindefenfe and dull affecti 
on of the moft convenient and adequate ; which Creatures 
have, for this determinate election of their determinate ob- 
jects, lately acquired the name of Sympatberical : and this 
dark perception -of ‘the moft accommodate objects, ferveth 
them inftead of the fenfe of Vifion, and faculty-of reafon. 
Befides this, there is alfo implanted tn thefe inanimate [ympa- 
thetical ‘Creatures -a certain Virtue, or Vital endowment, of 
infallible valor, arid-energy; as to'thofe-ends ordained by the 
Creator. There ts.alfo a third power conferred: upon Crea- 
tures of this qualification, refulting from the confpiracy, and 
coefüciency “of the two former : "Which fitteth as a filent 
Couáfellor, and-difperifeth commands tothem, either toad- 
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vance towards the amiabJe and beneficial, or retreat from the 
offenfive and: harmful object. ‘In which the moft blear-ey'd 
reafon cannot but behold a certain zatzral fenfatioz,or affecti- 
on of. determinate objects ;.. yea; and what is more, \a diflike 
and. aver[ation. Which Climax, or threefold degree of nox- 
intellectual cognition, is more manifeft. in the moft ftupid forts 
of Jafetls, as alfo.1n Fools and Mad men ; who are no fub- 
jects to.the prudent feepter of. the Zzre//ect, but fubordinate 
to the duller advifoes of /zs/e, and conform to. the provoca- 
tions of onely vi/zal light. And yetin thefe there is moreover 
a fecond power, or act of their virtues fpecifical and fun@ions 
vital: for the, onely exercife whereof they, were ordained. 
Andthirdly, there is comprehended in them a far more con- 
fpicuous act of ».Addre/s or Application, and. Averf{ation or 
Avoidance: which arifeth -from the inftin@dof their Forms, 
All which natural proprieties. do yet more powerfully declare 
themfelves in /ezfitive Creatures: for to thefe belongeth a 
certain fenfitive Imagination, with a gradual difcourfe of ob- 
{cure reafon, which füpplieth their defe&t of an /zte//e&?, and 
is more or lefs refplendent and. confpicuous.in every fingle 
fpecies: fo that /agacity, voluntary elettion, and memory in 
fuch fall under the apprehenfion. of a comparative intellect ; 
their objects. being yet changed, according to the variety. of 
matter, propenfeto variations, -diftinctions, and fingularities, 
Moreover, in fuch there is. an emanative or effluxive: power 
collaterally annexed to their virtues; whereby their Souls are 
more or lefs propenfe to the exercifes of their element, be- 
nign, and wholfom, or wilde and deftructive endowments, or 
ualities effential. And>finally,they.are enriched with a native 
e of complacency, of abhorrence or-diflike, and of,.concupi- 
(cence; immediately. enfuing upon their confideration.of the 
good orevil of the object :. which power or propenfity is fo 
firmly counited to the fez/itive foul, that it feems almoft rm- 
poffibleto obfervation, that any man fhould at once fee two 
ftrange,perfons.together,,..and not. inftantly, become more 
affected to one thenthe,other.) | And thefe things, which are 
fufficiently. operative eyenin meerly Corporeal and inanimate 
natures, of confefled efficacy.in fenfitive, and in beth gdmic 
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of. more or lefs acutenefs, according to the obedient or re- 
fractary predifpofition of the recipient : cannot but be, for the 
fame reafon, of more clarified and füblime energy in sa». 
Finally, it isnot the fenfe of our thoughts, that the Image 
of Godin man fhould fall under fuch grofs difparagement, as 
' tobeconfidered as dependent onany Ternary of Faculties ; 
which naturally belongeth alfo to other inferior natures in 
this fcene of the world, Becaufe the dignity of the Image of 
the moft glorious 7ehovah is not, in any the largeft latitude of 
Analogy, participated by any other Creature whatever : fince 
the Divine Image is peculiarly radicated in the humane Soul, 
and equally proper to it with its very effence: butall other 
proprieties of the Soul are not of the effenceof the Minde; 
but productions and fubfequent acts. Nor canit ftand with 
the Majefty of the Divine Image, to be defumed from fo poor 
an Original as qualities; for the proprieties and excellencies 
of all other created forms concur, and are as it were colli- 
quated or melted together into theeffence of the Soul, by 
virtue of the Divine Image. But if thefe be accounted as a;-- 
tributes and produtlions + that muft be charged upon the mife- 
rable manner, and cuftomary abufe of underftanding, ac- 
cotding to the capacity of the Vulgar. For in equitable truth, 
the minde is one fingle act, pure,fimple, formal, homogeneous, 
and indivifible ; in which the Image of God doth fubfift 
proximely and effentially. So that in this Image,-all faculties 
do not onely lay afide the nature of Artributes : but alfo col- 
lect and binde up their fuppofitionalities into an ‘unity in- 
diftinct. Why, becaufe the Soul isa certain fubftantial light 
within her felf ; or a fubftance fo lucid, that in fuppofitiona- 
lity of effence,it cannot be diftinguifhed from the very light : 
and her intellect is fo the light of the Minde, that the very 
Minde is the meer lucid intelleét.. And in this felf-light the 
Minde, once uncaptived from the opacity of flefh and blood, 
doth wholly and intimately furvey it felf, and underftand its 
own nature: and therefore hath no need either of brain or 
heart; in which material Organs, the fubftance of the Minde 
doth feem to ftoop unto the affumption of the progeny or 
ftock of proprieties ; that is, the Soul is diffufed or emiffively 
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expanfed into feveral tranfitory Faculties. Tofpeak more plain: 
ly ; inthe body, when the Intellect, is abftracted in {peculati- 
on, it makes ufe of corporeal Organs; to which it is obliged : 

and affumes acertain Virtue qualitative, called Imagination ; 

which from the conjundion -or fociety of the power phantae 

fical, and concurrent fplendor of the :xtellect, fuffering fome 
degradation in the Organs, fpringeth up, by a certain com- 
bination, into the forementioned qualitative Faculty... And 
hence comes it to pafs, that this Facz/ry groweth weary. by 
long and intenfe Imagination, feemeth wholly vanquifhed.by 
difficult, knotty, and abftrufe meditation,and frequently: fub- 
Inits. to dementation or madnefs : nay, as-the obfervation of 
Pbhyficians telleth us, with one nights penfive ftudy, and anxi- 
ety.of thought, the hair of young heads hath. put. on the 
filver Livery of old. age. But the minde, once emancipated 
from the pedantifm of flefh and. blood, is never weary with 
continued intellection. Moreover, the Imagination in this life: 
is not onely fubjectto laffation: but from the magazine of 
Xt felf hath not any. ivtellective fhecies, which-it, hath nót 
drawn in from fenfible obje&s. And thereforethe ZatelleGive 
Faculty, which concurreth and cooperateth with the phax-~ 
taf ical function of the Seafrive Sogl, followeth the confti- 
tution or temperamental difpofition of the Orgaz, :and arbi- 
trary dictates of the Seuftive Life: no. otherwife then in. 
Naturals.the effect followeth the weaker part of their Caufes. 
But the Soul, whatfoever is requifite for Cognition, Com- 

memoration, or Volition, either for one fingle act, or many, 

hath wholly from it fel£, and borroweth it from no other 
forein Caufality concurrent, For the good fubftantial Will. 
of a Soul advanced to beatitude, arifeth not. from the object 
underftood : but from the radical goodnefs of her own For- 
mal love, which is, indeed, no proper paffion of the foul; no 
habit, no propenfion, nor any quality ;- but. a (ubftantial act. 
of goodnefs, by which the bleffed Soul is /s5ftantialIy, uni- 
vocally, and homogeneally, not gualitatswely good. And this 
prerogative it enjoyetb, becaufe itis the Z ypicad Image of Dis 
vinity.. But bodies, of their own.accord, perpétually fall.into. 
the: attributes of. formis, heterogeneity, viciffitudes,. ee 
| engtit: 
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length into diffolution. Thetefore: Love or ‘Defre of the 


Minde, is no function of the Zpperirioe faculty V but isa part 
of the fubftancial -Minde; or rather the very Miside it fel£, 
flowing from the Farell: and wil/. Which three afe, by the 
hand of the Creator, married indiffolübly into an eternal unity, 
in the pureft and moft abfolute identity and (implicity of 
fubftance. “Yet in Mortals they are feparate and diftin&t, as 


well inrefpe& of the neceffity of Organs, and -difparity of - 


funttions ; as the collateral fociety and conjun&tive opération 
of the Senfitive Soul: Since now we frequently defire chofe 
things, which the /»re/ec&t judgeth not defiderable, and thé 
wil would with never to enjoy. Butneceffaty it isthat füch 
things,whofe operations are different, fliould be alfo different 
in the root of their Beings, by a manner of diftin&ion,;whére- 
by each fingle nature is feparated from others; “inthe Afindé 
truly by a Suppofitionality relative inthe Seafirrve Soul, ac- 
cording to the corporeal and qualitative nature. And there- 
fore that amorous defire of the Minde, isthe radical effence 
of the Soul, confubftantial-and cozvous to it. So though in 
Heaven be a fatiety and perpetual fruition of all defiderablé 
good: yet doth not this defre of the Soul therefore ceafe, 
which is a conftant ftudy of Complacency : nor doth it more 
infer a paffion into the Minde,then Charity it félf; fince Love 
and Charity are inthe Soul radically oné and the fame thing. 
Otherwife fhould: this defre ceafe, and ‘the ardor of Love 
fuffer extinction, either a /atiety or infexfility of fruition would 
inftantly {pring up; which cannot confift with a ftate of full 
beatitude, and would infer difcord upon the calm and con- 
ftant harmony of a Soul once admitted into the Chorm of 
Saints triumphant, And thus this Defireis the incendiary that 
doth both kindle and maintain the flames of interminable de- 
lectation; and joyes infatiate and inextinguifhible ; in which 
confideration the Soul wears the refemblance of the Ho/y 
Ghoft the Comforter. Now manifeft it is, that in the Minde, 
the Jntellett, will; and Love arefubftantially counited: but 
in the fenfitive Soul, their operations are diftinguifhed, ac- 
cording to the determinate alterity of Faculties and their 


Organs ; when we uniderftanging many objedis, we do riot' 
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defire, and defire many we hardly underftand, and fuch in- 
deed as our will, if let to the fwinge of its own native pro- 
penfity, would decline the enjoyment of ; as in example, we 
will what we. defire not, when we willingly. fübmit to the 
ftroke of the Executioner: and defire what our will abhors, 
whenwe call for the difmembring fawe of the Chirurgeon,and 
gladly embrace the horror of amputation. Whence it comes 
to pals, that fometimes the Will giveth laws to the defire; 
and on the contrary, frequently the defire ufurpeth the fcepter 
and commands the Will: So that thefe two Lords mutually 
vanquifh and fucceed each the other, by viciffitudes. Which 
Civil War muft fo long continue in thefe our walls of flefh, 
as the fenfitive Soul draweth and engageth the Intelle&, and 
the body draweth and engageth the fenfitive Soul, intoa 
multiplex and various ataxy or irregularity of. divifion. And 
from this inteftine Duello arife thofe abfurd defires of objects 
impoffible to be obtained, and wifhes of things in-the pre/ent 
tenfe, which the unalterable Grammar of Time hath made in 
the preterperfect, and excepted from ever being declined in 

the future. | | 
But this Defre,enfhrined in the fubftance of the-Soul, muft 
be of the effence of the Minde: _ Otherwife he could not 
commit a fin, who looked upon a woman to luft after her, 
before the plenary confent of the 7i//. Our defires therefore 
are elemented and coyned in the mint of; mortal and caduce 
faculties ; which feated inthe Sarr Soul, rival the opera- 
tions of the immortal and rational: whofe objects aremany 
times rejected by the 77;// as inconvenient. and ungrateful. 
As tothe manneralfo, the defre, in this life, operateth one 
way,and the 77;// another : and in the narrow circle of a day, 
fometimes the Zire. precedeth the z7i//, and anon.again the 
will getteth the ftart of the Defre, and one fubdueth the 
other fucceffively, that the. victor. may reftrain and coerce 
fomething diftinct from itfelf : and this wholly in the tranfi- 
tory faculties ; becaufe each arifeth from the concupifcence of 
the Senfrtive Sos/. But inthe glorious denizens of Paradife, 
this excellent Love, or amorous. Defre,, feeleth a refurrection 
and brighter afcenfion, as being the Juminous fubftance of 
the 
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the Soul: for there is nothing defired, which is not alfo the 
full object of the Will: and thatis collected into an unity, 
as well in regard of the 4£, as of the /ub/tance: although 
Volition. and Optation feem two-diverfe branches expanfed from 
one root; which far tranfcendeth the manner and method of 
intellection in thofe, who have not yet confeffed their duft. 

~ Laftly, in man is fituate the Kingdom of God, that is the 
very Deity it felf, by whofe perpetual fplendor all things are 
collected into the unity of verity. The Image of God therefore 
is primarily in the minde of man, whofe very effence is no 
other then the very Image of God, Which Image falleth not 
under the comprehenfion of the moft fubtile chought,nor can 
be expreffed by any the moftfignificant words, in this vale of 
. ignorance : in regard it isthe mirror of the incomprehenfible 
Divinity; and hence alfo isit; that the foul while immured in 
this cloyfter of flefh, cannot reach the knowledg of her own 
nature, but muft remain a ftranger to it felf. 

But tn the Cortex or fhrine of the Minde; the /eafrive and 
vital Form, thisImage of Divinity is vifible by reflexion; : as 
being relucent in the Faculties: : yet fuffering a great allay of 
fplendor from the opacity of the body ; becaufe obumbrated 
by the cloud of brutal generation, and infected with morta- 
lity.and pollution by the inquination of our nature faln from 
its primitive purity :: by reafon whereof: the body hath not 
received the Image, but atfecond hand borrowed onely the 
Figure of the Deity: But alas! the miferable Minde, de- 
volved into outward darknefs, as it hath divorced itfelf from 
. an unity with the Light sscreate, and inftinged the originary 
enefgy of this Image of Divinity: fo" alfo: hath itloftthe 
primitive light of that Image, by the boM appropriatioriof-it 
as-juftly proper to it felf by the title of ‘merit’; fo that ever 
fince the fall it cam anderftand, will, or love no object: befides 
- it fel£, and in ordertoitfelf, Forthe damned fhall'arife from 
the dead unchanged : becaufe their bodies, in’ the refurredti- 
on, fhall receive their determinations fromtheir fouls, which 
fince they appear with all their depraved affections, reflected 
onely on themfelves; after a corporeal: manner ; they fhall 
pot, in the refurrection, pras the wage of God, being 
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asit were fuffocated within them, unleG in that córporeil 
fimilitude derived from 4dam, the Protoplaft, by the means 
of generation; that is, they fhall have no. more-of the Image 
of God; then what is weakly and darkly refleed in the figure 
of the body. Laftly, the Sou! (underftand onely fuch, as is 
excluded the New ferufalem) being once faln, by the horrid 
Cataract of death, upon the-privation of thofe affiftant Fa- 
culties, the Imagination, Memory, and Will; doth forever 
after underftand,: will. and love all objects, by:a blinde ap- 
prehenfion, addicted onely to it felf. For it knoweth its own 
immortality; becometh fenfible of itsdamnation, and with 
fecret murmurs complaineth of it, asan act of high injuftice 
done upon it, Becaufe all the bent and {cope of its love is ones 
dy to defend its excufes for fins, fecretly to rectiminate u pon 
the hand of Juftice, by palliating the guilt of Crimes, as if 
committed in the days of ignorance and innocence, with 
great fragility of nature, many crafty wiles and treacherous 
invitements of our three Adverfaries; the World, Flefh, and 
Devil, and the defe& of Grace fufficient to-encounter fuch 
forcible temptations :: and that an eternal punifhment (as far 
beyond all patience to endure, as al! flux of time'to end) can 
not according to the laws of Juftice, be due for a momentany 
tranfereffion. And at this it burneth with blafphemous rage 
and furious hatred’ againft God: chiefly becaufe it istoo 
well afcertained, that the judgment can never be reverfed by 
any replea of ‘error, nor the arreft taken off by any reprieve, 
till the impoffible period of eternity; all hopes of evading 
theunceffant fcourge.of. Gods wrath being forever cut off in 
defpait.: Thus the impoffibility either of evafion or ceffation 
being as hang dived as Eternity, the Caitiff foul) plunged in 
adeluge of defperation that fhall never know an ebbe; from 
the firft minute of her difunion from the body, 'paffeth into 
an abyfs of horror; where fhall be no piety, no compaífion, 
no confolation, no relaxation, and no redemption or revoca- 
tion. To which fad truth we may adde, that fince the isteled 
doth naturally transform it felf into the idea of the obje@ 
underftood ( which. the ancient Erhnick, Philofophers well 
knew, and elegantly blended under the parabolical f@ion of . 
"T ^ b pd | Proteus) | 
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Proteus) that is, into the full fimilitude of thofe curfed Devils 
and Spirits created for revenge,that are ever objected unto it : 
Hence is tlie Soul contiually poffeffed with an high hatred of 
God, and his bleffed Army of Saints and Angels; together 
with defperation, maledi@ion, damnation, and the vindi&ive 
tortures of thofe infernal executioners. O may the AZercy of 
Ovcnipotence, upon the fole motive of his own infinite goodne/s 
and clemency, vouchfafe to break thofe fnares laid inall the 
paths of our life, to precipitate us into this mifery, that muft 
finde neither remedy, releafe, norend. Amen 
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
